Caſtles than at Edifying the Charch : He 
built One ar Askelon, One at Ramula, - © 
third called Blank guard, for the {ecuring, 
of Priſoners : But having enjoyed the 
Dignity Fifteen years, he was tranflated. 
toHeaven,andF ulcher Arch-Bithop otr yre” 
{ſucceeded him, whoſe old Age was much 
moleſted with the Pride and Rebellion 
of the Hoſpirallers, who had then obtain- 


ed from the Pope a plenary Exemprion - 
from the Juriſdiction of the Patriarch, 

which he did the more eaſily grant, be- 

cauſe he hoped thereby to make himſelf; 
abſolute Matter of all Orders, and link; 
them intirely to himſelf by an immediates 
dependence, whereby he made every Co-+ 


| vent a Caſtle of Rebels, and armed then

Fulcher crawled to Rome when an hundred 
ears 01d, to complain of thole outrages 
ut the Hoſpitallers prevented him, and 
bribed off the buſineſs beforchand, 
that the good old man was forced to re 
turn without redreſs, whereupon the 
grew more inſolent than ever. be 
Nor was Haymericus, Who ſucceededA 
Roaolbhus at Antioch, much queter, Heno 
;nſticuted about the year 1160. the Orderſde 
of Carmelites, who pretended to an imi-fg 
tation of the Prophet Elias. Some indeedffir 
had formerly lived diſperted about thek 
Mount of C armel, but he gathered thembof 
into. one Houſe. But although Paleſtine 
brought them forth, yet Ergland provedſgi 
the moſt officious in nurſing of them up:ſof 
For being firſt brought into itby Rath 
Freſhburgh inthe year 1240, they werehof 
firſt ſeated at Newerden in Kent, and inn;

- fecther an Army of 200000 Foot, and

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more. For in France they ſent a Diſtaſhou 
and a Spindle to thoſe that would not gdcon 
with them, as upbraiding their Effem;{Lin 
nacy 3 and no wonder, for Women them{ftr: 
ſelves went in Armour to this War, andjinte 
had a brave Heroick Laſs, like anothefÞs 
Pentheſilea, for their Leader, who was {ql A 
richly clad, and befringed with GoldF'<at 
that ſhe was generally known by th a 
name of Golden Foot. 

Conrade with his Army, took his way 
through Greciz, where Emmanuel the En 
perour, poſſeſſed with an hereditary fea 
of the Latines, fortified his Cities, cor 
cluding that there needed ſtrong Bank 
where {uch a ſtream of people were tc 
paſs, uſing them moſt treacheroutly, and 
giving them a very bad welcom, in hope

having neither Boat nor Bridge to con- 
$ vey them over, the undaunted Empe-

B aldmin his Son, the fourth of th 
name, ſucceeded his Father, hayi 
had the benefit of an excellent Educa 
tion under Wilkam Arch-Biſhop of Tyr 
a very Pious Learned Man, skilled in a 
the Oriental Tongues, belides the Durc 
and French, his Native Languages. He- 
raclizs, who was now Patriarch of ers 
ſalem, being preferred to that Dignity 
for his handſomnels, by Queen 4ary, ſe. 
cond Wife to King Alnerich , and Mo 
ther to Baldwin,was a man of a debauched 
and vicious life, keeping company with 
Vintners Wife, whom he maintained in 
great ſtate like an Emprels, fo that ſhe 
was generally ſaluted by the name of Pa- 
triarches, His 1ll Example infected. the 
inferiour Clergy, whoſe corrupt man- 
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ners was 2 ſad preſage of the approach- 
ing Ruine of that Kinzdom 

This Man was {ent by King Baldrin,a; 
his Embaſſ:.iour to Henry the Second 
King of Englana, to crave his perſonal af 
filtance in the Holy War, and as an in- 
ducement thereunto, to deliver him the 
Royal Standard of that Kingdom, the 
Keys of _ our Saviours Sepulchre, the 
Tower of David, and the City of Tern- 
ſalem, Henry was choſen out before any 
other Prince, becauſe the world juſtly 
elteemed him valiant, wiſe, rich and for- 
tunate, and which was the main, that fo 
he might thereby expiate his Murther, 
and gather up 2zain the innocent Blood 
that he had (pilt in the death of Thomas 
Becker. And that he might "the more ea- 
fily be drawn to undertake the Voyage; 
the Patriarch intitled him to the King- 
dom of Jeruſalem, becauſe Geoffrey i / 11- 
ztagenct his Father was Son to Fx!co the 
Fourth King of Ternſalem, But he was 
roo wiſe a Prince to be ſo eaſily vheed- 
led. However, he pretended he would 
80, and got together a- Mats of Money*. 
towards the defraying the Charge of his 
Voyage, making every one, as well the' 
Clergy as the Laity, pay that year the 
Tenth of all their Revenues, both -mo- 
vables and immovables z and when he 
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a Nobleman, was Prote<tor of the __- 
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bad filled lis Purſe, all men expeRed he 
ſhould perform his promiſe, but he 
changed the Voyage into Paleſtine for a 
Journey into Fraxce. 

The Patriarch, while he ſtayed in 
England, conſecrated the Temple Church 
near t. Dunſtans in- the Welt, and the 


- Houſe adjoyning belonging then to 


Knights Templars, but ſince employ- 
ed to a better uſe, viz. the entertainin 
thoſe Gentlemen who ſtudy and practiſe 
the Englith Laws. 

In the minority of King Baldwin, who 
was but thirteen years old, io de Planci 


dom, whoſe Pride and Infolence could 
not be. endured by the great men, and 


therefore they got him to be ſtabb'd at} 


Pteolemats, and- choſe Raimmmnd Count oh 
Tripoli to {uceeed him. 

And daladinehaving now ſeriouſly re- 
ſolved upon the Ruine of the Kingdom 
of fer::{alem,. endeavoured to furnith 
himſelt with ſuch Soulditers as might be 
molt fit for that ſervice; in order where- 
unto he. bought a great number of Slaves 
of the Circaſſians, . a People by the Lake 
of Metis. near Taurica Cherſoneſws,, who 
were brought up to be extream- hardy 
and Nan: to. War by their continual 


Skirmihing with the neighbouring Tar. 
Thoſe 
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Thoſe Slaves he traihed up in Military” 
Diſcipline after the Turkiſh manner. 


They had moſt of them been Chriſtians, 


and were baptized in their Infancy ; but 
being taken from their Parents whilſt 
young, they were untaught Chriſt, and 
ſtructed in the Mahometan Superſti- 
tion, whereby they became the more ' 
implacable Enemies to Chriſtianity, for 
having been once its friends. They re- 
ceived from Saladine the name of Mam- 
malukes, and were ſo couragious and ex- 
pert in War, that his, and his Succeſlors 
greatneſs, was not to be fo much attribu- 


ted to their own Condu, as to thoſe * 


Mammalukgs Valour, till at laſt percei- 
ving their own ſtrength, they wreſted 


the Soveraignty from the Turkiſh Kings, 


and advanced one of their own number -* 
to the Regal Dignity. | 

Saladine having thus furniſhed himſelf * 
with a new ſort of Souldiers, reſolved to- 
try their Valour upon the Chriſtian, and 
therefore invaded the Holy Land, flay- 
ing and burning all before him, till he” 
came to Askelon, where - King Baldwin 
then was, betore which' he fate down, 
and cloſely beſieged it. And Count Z-:- 
"und, Protector of the Kingdom, Ph:l:» © 
Earl of Flanders, and the chief {trengr. 
of the Kingdom being then abſent in 
Celcy- 
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Celoſyria,waſting the Country about Fniſ- 
ſa and Ceſarea. Baldmwin Was forced to 
keep himſelf cloſe in the City,not daring 
to venture on {o ſtrong an Enemy; which 
fear of Baldwins having poſſeſſed Saladine 
with a belief that he needed notſo great | 
an Army,to lie before the City, he ſent 
out ſeveral Parties to forrage and. ſpoil 
the Country, which the King obſerving, 
re(olyed to take opportunity by the fore- 
lock, and ſet on him when he leaſt 
expected it. To which end he fallied out 
with great privacy and {tJence, and with 
about four hundred Horſe, & a few Foot- 
-.men, ſuddenly aſſaulted his ſecure Ene- 
mies with fuch invincible Courage and 
Reſolution, that notwithſtanding their 
number,being Twenty {1x thouſand Horſe: 
and Foot, they were utterly routed, and 
the Chriſtians returned with great Tr1- 
umph and Joy to Jeruſalem. | 
But Saladine, who was rather inraged 
than daunted by this overthrow, reſolved 
not to be long before he recovered his 
credit, and therefore, about two months 
after he fell with his 2dammalukes, like a 
mighty and raging Tempeſt, upon the 
Chriſtians as they were dividing the ſpoil 
of a Party of Turks, whom they had van- 
quiſhed a little before, puttinz moſt of . 
them to the Sword, and therelt to gi

But beſides thoſe Latine Patriarchs 
hich commanded in the Churches

Jariſdiction over the Latines, nor Profits 
of Church-Lands, were forced to content

tothe two former both for Piety and 
Learning,and being offered the Pacriarch- 
ſhip of Conſtantinople, by 1ſaac the Gre- 
ciaa Emperour, he attempted to graſp at 
both,and by that means held neither, but 
between two Patriarchal Chairs fell ir- 
recoverably to the ground. 

In Antioch likewiſe we find ſeveral 
Greek Patriarchs, whereof one, whole 


name was Sotericus, being diſplaced forf 
{ſeveral Heretical Tenets which he held} 


concerning our Saviour,he was {ucceedet 
by Theodorius |Balſamon, who was in hi 
time the very Oracle of the Civil Law, 
compiling and publiſhing many Learned 
Commentaries upon the Ancient C# 
nons, wherein he proved the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople to have greater privi- 
ledges than the Biſhop of Kome, catching, 
ſay the Romaniſts, at every thing that 
ſounded to the advancinz of the Eaſtern 
Churches, and the pulling down Rome, 
when ſhe lifrsup her Head above Con- 


ſtantinople, for which reaſon Bellarminwill 


not allow him to be a good Author. This 
Baiſamon was likewiſe deceived by Iſaac 


the Grecian Emperour, who pretended 


that he would remove him to Conſranti- 
zople, upon. condition he could prove the 


Tranſlation of Patriarchs ' to be law- 
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ful, in regard the Canons forbid ir; but 


having performed the task,the Emperour, 


1 who was very mutable in his mind, be- + 
7 ſtowed the Patriarchs place upon another, 


and left Balſamon to remain ſtill at Antioch. 

There being about this time a Truce 
between the Turks and Chriſtians, and 
Saladine's Mother,luppoſing her (elf ſufhi- 
ciently gnarded thereby, adventuring to 
travel from Egypt to Damaſcus, with 


abundance of Treaſure, and a very ſmall 
"Train, ſhe was, notwithſtanding the 


Truce, ſurprized, and rifflcd of. all ſhe 
had by Reinold of Caſtile, which baſe and 
unchriſtian a& {o inraged Saladire, that - 
gathering rogether all his ſtrength, he 
immediately beſteged Prolemais. And the 
Earl of Tripoli vext athis loting the Go- 
vernment, was {o blinded by patſhon, and 
filled with rage againſt King G»y, that 
he miſtook his Enemy, an reNes 
himſelf on God and Religion, by balely 
revolting with his whole Principality 
(which was a third part of the Kingdom 


of Zeruſalem) to Saladine, and atliſting 


him in that Siege. 
But the Knights Templars and Hoſpi- 
tallers fallying out, & fallifig on the Trrks 
in their Camp, killed 20000 thoutand of 
them,but not without ſome loſs to them- 
ſelves; the Maſter of AC 
an 
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160000 Foot. The Fight began about 
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and divers other perfons of note beighe 
{lain in the Fight. However , thfſti; 
Victory remained to the Chriſtians, anpc 
Saladine was forced to raiſe his Siege aadyi 
be gone, which made the Earl of 7ripaCs 
either out of fear that the Chriſtiadye 
might prevail, or elſe moved therennt; 
out of remorſe of Conſcience, or diſcodyl; 
tented with the entertainment he mg« 
withal from Saladine (who had learnghhe 
that Politick Maxim, to give ſome hal! 
nour, but place no truſt in a Fugitive) repo 
c<ncile himſelf ro the King, and ſor; 
ry for, his offence, return again to thi 
Chriſtians. ſti 

Whereupon Guy gathered togethehy; 
the whole ſtrength of his weak and deÞ; 
clining Kingdom, to do their laſt ende; 
vour againſt the Turks, to whom he adk 
ventured to give Battel near Tiberias, al4y; 
though he had but 1500 Horſe, and 
15000 Foot againſt 120000 Horle, andy; 


three of the Clock in the afternoon, but 
night coming on, forced them to give; 
over till the next morning, when bothſo 
ſides began afreſh, and the Chriſtians 
fought with ſo much courage and reſol 

tion, that their valour poiſed their Ene- 
mies numbers, till at length the day 
waxing extream hot, turned the Scales toi 

r 
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Yeighe Pagans fide, there being more Chri- 
tians Gin by thirſt, and the Beams dart- 
- 20&d on them from the {corching Sun, than 
e2ahyith their Enemies weapons. Reirnold of 
ip aſtile was {lain upon the place, and fo 
tiagwere moſt of the Templars and Hoſpi- 
nnwaliers. And Gerard Maſter of the Tem- 
(colplars, and Boniface Marqueſs of Montfe- 
m&- were taken Priſoners, together with 
rnehhe King himſelf, who ſeeing his ſervants 
ball ſlain before his Eyes, with much im- 
) reortunity prevailed with Saladine to 
ſorfpare his Schoolmaſter 3 yea in this unfor- 
 thhunate Battel the very flower of the Chri- 
ans Chivalry was cut down, and what - 
thawas yet moſt lamented (faith Matthew 
Pars) the Croſs which freed men from 
deathe captivity of their ſins, was for mens 
ad wk captive. This fatal Overthrow 
, alvas generally imputed to the Earl of 
and7ripotz, who that day commanded a good 
andpart of the Chriſtian Army, and is re- 
outported by ſome Hiſtorians to have trea- 
tcherouſly run away in the midſt 'of 'the 
piVBattel.But when a great action miſcarries 
othſome or other muſt bear the blame z and 
ianſhe having been falſe before, this lols was 
olu-tharged on-him right or wrong: 
ine Saladine having obtained this Victory» 
daylmproved it ſo well, that in one months 
s totime he conquered Zerytus, Biblus, Prole- 
r ma 
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»445,and all the Havens except Ayre frq: 
Sidon to Afkelon. He uled his Conqudy 
with great moderation, giving life anfy 
goods to all, and forcing no Chriſtiansgth 
quit their habitations, ſave only the in 
tines, knowing full well, that if the Chico 
ſtians could not buy their lives cheg# 
they would not fail to ſell them dear, aÞto 
fight it out to the laſt man. to 
Saladine fluſhed with this great fucceA; 
ſummon'd Askelon, but the Governgfer 
refuſing to ſurrender it, he concludedgCi 
would-not be convenient to hazard thw: 
checking of his fortune in ſo long aSiegby 
and therefore left it, and went to Feral 
lem, which he looked upon to be a plaſed 
of leſs difficulty, and more honour gty« 
conquers; and * indeed he found it ; fot 
though they within the City valiancly (7 
fended it for about fourteen days, yerged 
laſt conſidering that ic was but playigpul 
out a delperate game, which muſt cepwh

etged into Stables, except thoſe of the Se- 
yigpulcher, and the Temple. The former! 
- cawhereof Saladine ſpared fora great Sunt 
thdof Money, to the Cturiſtians, which is 
& enjoyed by chem to this day, by licence 
whlfrom the Grand Sig2ior, and iggumerabvle 
vaPilgrimages continually made to it, by 
all forts of Chriſtians either out of Zeal 
or Curioſity.

It was generally obſerved that the 
Sun, as ſympathizing with the Chriſtian 
in their approaching Miſeries , ſuffere 
an Eclipſe, which was afterward looke 
upon as a ſad preſage of the loſs of 
City. But that which was much more c 
plorable and threatning than the Suns 
Clipſe, was the total Eclipſe of Piety 
Wickedneſs abounding in every corner 
and ſcarce one honeſt Woman to by: 
found in the whole City of Jeruſalem;Fap 4 
Heraclixs the Patriarch, . and the wholg ! 
Clergy, being exceedingly debaucht, thy © 
Laity imitated their bad Example. 
When this doleful News of Fersſalen * 
loſs arrived in Emrope, it filled every Eyy 
with Tears, and ſwelled all Hearts with"

Conrade YValiantly defending Tyre, ts cho” 
ſen King. The Voyage of Frederick Em” 

- peror of Germany to the Holy Land. Th® 

. Siege of Ptolemais. The Yoyage of Rich- 
ard Kingof England, and Philip King 
of France to the Holy Land. 


TN this ſad & deplorableStcate,ſtood the 
affairs in Paleftine, when Conrade ar- 
tved there;whoſe Worth and Excellence 
commands my Pen to attend him from - 
his own Country thither. He was Son to 
Boniface Marqueſs of Montferrat, whe 
was taken Priſoner in that Fatal Battle 
wherein King Gzy loſt himſelf and his 
Kingdom. His Youth was for the moſt 
part ſpentin the Service of 1ſaaccins An 

els the Grecian Emperour; who bei 
din a Monaſtery, the confining of his 
Body ſeemed to have brought him to @ 
pent and narrow Soul, and indued him 

with Accomplithments more 
2 Prieſt than a Prince: For when his Re- 
dellious Subjets affronted him to the 
face, inſtead of ſending an Army againſt 
them, to reduce them to their obedienca 
he only A cauſe to a compa, 
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ny of Pald-pated Friers, whom he kept 
in his Court, to pray for his Profperity; 
Hoping that, by their ſuppoſed Pio 
Tears, he ſhould be able to quench th 
Combuſtions of his Empire. But this Cor 
rade told him plainly, that if ever h 
mtended to {1tupon theImperial Throne 
Peace, he muſt make uſe of the Wezx 
pons of the left Hand, as well as thoſ 
of the right, and Fight as well as Pray, 
Which advice being taken by the Empe 
rour, he did, by the help of this Gener 
quickly ſubdue all his Enemies : Burt out 
brave Comrade found but a {mall reward 
for ſo great a ſervice, being only graced 
in con{1deration thereof,to wear his Sh 
of the Imperial Faſhion; And it being ufl 
al with Princes, not to love the f1ght 
thoſe to whom they know themlfely 
obliged, and yet care not to reward, 1/; 
accius, by the per{waſion of ſome about 
him, who envied his Courage and Bra 
very, {purred on Conrade, who was tree 


nough of himſelf to anyNoble Enterprize 
to g0 into Paleſtine, and endeavour to 
'{0 pport the ruinous affairs of the afflicted 
Chriſtians. And although he was ſenſible 
of their Plot yet, being weary of th 
Grecians bal(eneis,he ſuffered himſelf to be 
prevailed upon to undertake that Honour 
able Imployment, and therefore ſet for 
Watrc 
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ward, with all convenient ſpeed, for the 


ity} Holy Land, with a gallant Band of Gen- 


tlemen,. who fitted out themſelves at 
their own charge, wherewith he march- 
ed to the City of Tyre, where we will 
leave him for the preſent, to return again 
nl {0 Salaaine. 

Who having won the C'ty, ard poſ- 
ſefled himſelf of the greateſt part of 1he 
Kingdom of Feruſfalem, laid cloſe Siege 
Þ to the City of Askelvn, which had reful- 
edto ſurrender, when -Prolemars and the 
reſt yielded to his victorious Arms; but 
was now.after a hort Siege, delivered to 
him,upon condition that King Gry & Ge- . 
rerd, |\{aiters of the Te:nplars, ſhould be 
ſett at Liberty And ſhortly after the Cafſ- 
tle of Antioch was ea to him by the 
Patriarch: And Antioch it ſelf, which coſt 
the Chriſtians 112 Months Siege was by 
that means loſt in an inſtant, beſides ſeve- 
ral Provinces thereunto belonging,8 Five 


| &Twenty ſtrong Towns more,which fol- 


lowed the like Fate with Anrioch, and fell 
into the Poſſeſſion of the Turks. After 
which he (fat down likewiſe before Tripo- 


ble 1, but that City being, after the*death of 


Earl Reimond, delivered to the Chriſtians 
by his Wife, they Bravely defended ir a- 
painſt all Saladines Force, ſo that having 
once taſted of their Valour in Tripoli he

had no great Stomach to make a ſecondX 
trial, but raiſed his Siege, and marche 
away to Tyre, where he hoped to ſpeed 
better. But he found himfelt greatly mifJ®b 
taken, for Conrade being a lictle beford#% 
got thither with his Army, gave him {(& 
hot a Welcome that he was glad to fly 
and leave all his Tents behind him, which 
were {uftciently lined with Treaſure 
whereby the Chriſtians had the happinek 
co inrich themſelves with their own Spoll 

Thoſe in the City over-joyed at thei 
great deliverance, choſe Conrade to 
King of Jeraſalem, {wearing Fealty (0 
him, and promiſing to be for ever hi 
Subjects, whoſe Valour had preſerve 
them from being Saladines Slaves. An 
the better to ſtrengthen his Title he mar 
ried Eliſz, or, as others call her, 1/abeke 
Siſter to Baldwin the fourth, and Daug 
ter to King Almerick. 

So that King Gxy, who. was about thi 
time delivered out of Priſon having, wh 
he was releaſed, ſworn never more 
bear Arms againſt Saladine ( which Oat 
the Clergy judged void, becauſe forcel 
from him when detained in Priſon cot: 
trary to promile ) obtained his Liberty, 
bur hat not get his Kingdom: For com-

che4Whereupon Guy, packing up a Cloth of 
peegRemnants, with his broken Army, went 
mi. 20d belteged Ptolemats, the Piſans, Vene- 
fordrians,and Florentines, with their Sea-For- 
n (les, aſſiſting him therein; Bur it went on 
notwithſtanding fo flowly, that it could 
hardly be perceived to have made any 
advance in a Twelve Months time. 

Things going thus wofally towrack in 
Paleſtine,the Chriſtians f1ghs there alarm- 
Jed their Brethren in Errope, to repair 
thither to their Succour, and among the 
of reſt Frederick, Barbarofſa, Emperour of 
Germany, . moved by the {trength of his 
Devotion, undertook a Voyage thither, 
when he was Seventy Years old, having 
one foot in the Grave, and yet adventure- 
ng, with the other, to go on Filgrimage. 
He had been long chained to theStake,as 
Itwere, and baited by ſeveral fuccefhve 
| Popes, till at length wearied with their 
continual worrying of him, he gave up 
himſelf wholly to their direction, and 
was ſent by Pope Clement the third, on 
this Errand into the Holy Land. 

And having made greatPreparations for 
this Adventure, he marched through 
Hupgary, with a gallant Army of an 
14 Hundred and Fifty Thoufand Valiant 
Men, being kindly received and Wel- 

F.4 comed . 
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comed by King Bela. But changing hi 
Hoſt, he changed his Entertainment t: 
being baſely uſed as he paſſed through thz 
Grecian Empire: Infomuch that Frederic, 
contrary to his expectation, finding ſuc 
perfidious dealing from the Greeks, dren 
his Sword, and reſolving to fight his wa 
tliirough, took Philippopte, Adrianople, anc 
divers other Citys, not fo much to ge 
their Spoil, as to ſecure his paſtage to. 
wardPaleſtine.But when 1ſaaccizs ſaw tha 
thoſe Pilgrims would either find or force 
their paſſage, he left off all terms of En 

11ty, and preſently accommodated then 
with all things neceſlary for 'their Tran 
{portation over the Boſphorus, pretend. 
ing to haſten them away, becauſe the 
Chriſtians Exigencies in Paleſtine admit- 
ted of no delay; although it was realljj 
the effect of his fear, the Greeks ever loy: 
ing the Latin, beſt when they were fur- 
theſt off. 

Old Frederick, having now left the 
treacherous Grecizn Shore, and entred 
int o the Txrkiſh Territories, . found great 
refiftance from the Sulran of Iconium, 


whom he vanquithed, and overcame in 
four ſeveral Battles; And then, belieging 
the City of Iconiunm, he took it by force 
and gave the Spoil of it to his Souldiers 
fo revenge the injury done by that Swltas 

£0 
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to his Uncle Conrrade the Emperour: And 
removing from thence to Philomel:z, he 
crook that likewiſe, razing-it ro the 
zround, and executing the Inhabitants 
therein, as Rebels :2ain{t the Law of Na- 
tions, for killing his Ambaſladors; after 
which he paſſed with much difficulty, bur 
more honour, into Syr:4. 

Saladine ſhook for fear at the rumor of 
his coming, and thought 1t beſt to follow 
the advice of C baratux, his chief Counſel- 
lor, who was at that time accounted one 
of the wiſeſt menin the world,tho hisPer- 
ſon was mean and contemptible, and diſ- 


mantled all his Citys, in the Holy Land, 


except his Frontire Towns that fo they 
might not be tenable with an Army, fear- 
ing leſt, if the Germans won thoſe places, 
it would be no eaſy matter to drive them 
out again, but being naked from ſhelter, 
be thought he ſhould ſoon weary them 
with ſet Battles, in regard he had Sol- 
diers without nuinber, and thoſe nzar at 
hand. 

But Frederick,ſoon after he was entered 
into the Holy Land, was ſuddenly taken 
away being,tothe great grief of al Chril- 
tians, unhappily drowned in the River 
of Saleph; the occalion whereof is vari- 
ouſly reported by Hiſtorians, but they

all agree that there he loſt his Life, and . 
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ſome of them, pretending to acquaint the 
World with the reaſon why the Al. 
mighty permitted this Fatal Accident, 
tel] us, that it was becauſe he had, in his 
Younger Years, fought againſt the Popes, 
and Church of Rome: But ſeeing fo great 
an Emperour drowned ina ſhallow River, 
it was a great piece of audacious boldne(s 
in them, to adventure into the fathom: 
leſs depths of Gods ſecret Council: Letit 
ſuffice therefore for us to know that he 
yvho diſpoſes of all humane affairs, ac- 
cording to his own Arbitrary Pleafure, 
ſometimes blaſts the faireſt hopes, and 
makes the Feet of Monarchs to {lip, jul 
when they are ſtepping into theirEnemie 
Throne. 
After his death Frederick Duke of Sus 
via,his ſecond Son,undertook the condue 
of the Army, when the Turks, ſuppoſing 


that grief for the loſs of the Emperor 


had ſteeped,and moiſtened thole Pilgrim 
Hearts, and: taken off the edg of ther 


Valour, gave them a ſudden charge, a 


hope to have overthrown them before 
they had recovered themſelves; But the 


Valiant Dztch-men,though they had ſcarce} 


wiped theirEyes,had however ſufficiently 
fcowred their Swords, and gave them {c 
warm a.welcom that they quickly forcec 
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ie them to retire. Then Frederick ſummon-

is Souldiers being well refreſhed by the Ci- 
es, | tizens who were yet for the moſt part 
2t} Chriſtians, he marched forth in Battle 
er, | Array, and meeting with Dodegn, Gene- 
6} ral ofSaladinesforces,he gave him a migh- 
m-} ty overthrow, wherein he flew four thou- 
tit} and upon the place, and took 4 theuſand 
het Turks Priſoners, with little or no loſs to 
1c-F himſelf. After which he went to the Ci- 
re.Þ ty of Tyre, in the Cathedral Church 
nc} whereof he buried the Corps of his wor- 
alt thy and warlike Father, near the Tomb - 
i&h of the Learned Origen: His Funeral Ser- 
mon being preached by the worthy 
ue} Arch-bilhop Gulielmuws of Tyre. 

ut} So ſoon as the Emperors Funeral Rites 
ine} were ſolemnly performed,they were con- 
ror} veyed by Sea to the Chriſtian Army 
ms} before Prolemazs, where young Frederick. 
er} died of the Plague, and all his. huge Ar- 
n} my, which at their ſetting out of Germany 
ore} confiſted of an hundred and fifry thou- 
the} ſand men,were now reduced. to eighreen 
rc} hundred onely 

th} And thus, by following this numerous 
110} Army to their graves, we have once again 
ced overtaken the tedious and flow-paced 7 
en} fiege of Prolemazs, before. which place 
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lay an Army that was, as it were, the-a- 
bridgment of the Chriſtian World, there 
being ſcarce a petty ſtare or populous City 


in Exrope, that had not ſome repreſentaty 


tives there. So that there were many 
bloodyBlowes.lent on both fdes,8 repay: 
ed again with intereſt in innumerable 
Sallys, fierce Aflaults, and bloody En: 
counters. The Chriſtians lying between 
Saladine and the City were belieged them- 
ſelves, whilſt they befieged Prolemazs. It 
was atlaſt propoſed by Saladine,that both 
ſides ſhould try their fortune in the field, 
which was eaſily aflented to by © the 
Chriſtians,in hopesthatthey ſhould thereby 
both obtain the victory and win the Ci- 
ty,which-they concluded would not hold 
out long, if Saladine were - beaten. But 
when they were going to ingage, an ima- 
g1nary fear ſuddenly ſeizing them, they 
all turned their backs and fled; So waver 
ing are the Scales of Victory, that ſome- 
times the leaſt mote will turn them. In 
which - confulton many . would - have 
thought themſelves happy if they could 
have exchanged a ſtrong Hand, for a ſwift 
Foot. But- Geoffrey Luſignan, Brother to 
King Gy,who was left-to guard theCamp, 
ſeeing the - Chriſtians ſhamefully to run 
away, marched out with his men to meet 
them, and having. conyinced them of

mailed with them to return again, . they 
ſet upon the Turks with {o much fierce- 


. [neſs and rage, that they quickly won the 


day, though it coſt them the loſs of two 
thouland men, and' Gerard Maſter of the 
Templars: 

After this victory it was vainly expect- 
ed by the Chriſtians, that che City would 


.| preſently be ſurrendred to: them, but the 


Twrks (till: continued to defend it with 
much reſolution, though moſt of their 
houſes were - already burnt, . or beaten 
down, and the whole City reduced-to a 


y} perfect Sceleton of Walls and Towers. . 
| They fought with their wits as well as 


with their weapons, & both {1des employ- 
ed themſelves in deviſing ſtrange& hither» 
tounknown offenſive & defen{iveEngines: 
So thatMars humſelf, had he refided either 
inthat Camp or City, might have learnc 


-| to fight and have informed himſelf in 


feats of - war, from their practice. Put 
inthe mean time famine raged exceeding- 
ly in the Chriſtian Camp, 1n regard they 
had no proviton but what they- were 
forced to ſend for, as far as /taly. 

At this time under the Walls of Prole. 
mais theTeutonick order ofDutchKanights, 
who had hitherto lived as private pilgrims, 
Were henouredwichaGrandMaller Sctbels 

order - 
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Order greatly inriched by many German 
Benefactors. Henry of Walpor was their 
Grand-Maſter, under whoſe condu@they 
were more Cordial, and did more fervice 
for the Chriſtian cauſe, than the Tem- 
Plars. Ti'l at laſt, ſeeing the war to grox 
deſperate,thele fairly left theHolyLand& 
came into Europe, deſigning to lay out their 
valour, where it might turn to better ac- 
count. - But we will take our leaves of 
them,andthe fiege of Prolemars,for an other 
Twelve-Month.,to attendthe KingsofEng 
land and France jn their Pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land; Who being alarmed by the 
freſh reports of the Chriſtians miteries it 
Syria, reſolved to put an end to their 
private diſſenſions, and unite their forct 
againſt the Common Enemy. 

Richard the firſt of that name K. of En 
gland, having gotten together a good Ar- 
my of valiant Engliſh, who were all re 
{olved toadventuretheir Lives and Fot:- 
tunes in that ſervice, his next cart 
wasto get Money, which being the very 
{trength and Sinews of War, could not 
be well ſpared in ſo great an har gy. 
and therefore, by a thouſand Princely 
Skills, he amaſs'd together ſo much Tree 
{ure, as if he had never intended to have 


returned more, he ſold the County of 


Northumberland to the Biſhop of —_ 
or 
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&r his Life,with thisJoak, That of an Old 
Bihop, he had made a Y oungEarl: Berwick 
and Roxborough he ſold to the Scottiſh 
King, for ten Thouſand Pounds: And pre- 
tending he had Joſt his Old Seal he made 
;New one, wherewith he ſqueezed his 
GQbjects,and left a deep impreſſion in their 
jrles, by making them to bring all their 
nſtruments, that any way concerned the 
Crown.to receive this new Seal. 

And being to leave his youngerBrother. 

obn Earl of Morton, whom he knew to 
nt active man, behind him, he heaped 
won him many Earidoms - and other 
honourable Titles, but deputed Wilhan: 
Biſhop of Ely, to govern the Kingdom, 
$ his Vicegerent during. his abſence: 
efuring himſelf, that though a Coroner 
peradventure might {well into a Crown, 
yet there was no danger thataClergy-mar 
could caſt off hisMitre to uſurp aDiadem. 

Richard having ordered all affairs at 
home, according to- his own deſire, ſer 
forward for the Holy Land, being atten- 
ded by Bal/dwinArch-biſhop of Canterbury, 
Hubert Biſhop of Saliſbury, Robert Earl 
of Leiceſter, Ralph de Glanvile, {ometimes 
Chief Juſtice of England,Richard de Clare, 
Walter de Kime, and divers more of the 
Engliſh Nobility. The Biſhops of Dureſm 
2d; Norwich, had yowed to go, but 
WCETE. 
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(716) 
were cifpenſed with by the Brſhop & 
Kome. Moſt of his Forces he ſent about by 
Spain, but went himſelf and ſome few 


his friends through Frazce, having hif ; 


Pilgrims ſ{crip and ſtaff delivered him 
Tours by the Arch-biſhop, and at Ly 
ons he met with the other Royal pilgrim 
Philip the Second {1rnamed Augſtes, King 
of France. but parting again - by conſen 
they went {everal ways toward Syria, 
King Richard, in his paſſage through 1. 
tzaly, went within fifteen Miles of Kone, 
and yet never vouchſat'd his Holineſs ; 
Vilic,but told 0 &avianBithop of O/tia,the 
PopesConfeſlor that, having better objec 
before him, he would not ſtir one | 
outof his way to ſee the Pope, becau 
he had lately extorted, without all reafſon, 
a great Sum of Money from the Exglil 
Prelates: And therefore paſſing forward, 
at Meſſina 1n Sicily the two Kings meet 
againz where likewiſe King Richard,to hi; 
exceeding joy, found his fleet ſafely ar- 
rived, but having met with much diff- 
culty and danger in their paſſage. Richard 
learnt by his own experience, what 
miſeries and dangers Merchants and Mar- 
iners at Sea meet withal, being always 
within a few inches, and after within an 
bairs breadth of death, which made him 
revoke theLaw of Wracks, which intitled. 


theKing ofEngland to allShipwracktgoods 
Tankyel 
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Tankred was at this time King of Sic1y, 


who, being a Baſtard born, had uſurped 


the Crown, detained the Dowrie, and 
mprifoned the perſon of Joan, Wife to 


1#i/:am the Late King of Sicily, and Siſter 
| to K.Richard:So that he was in a miſerable 


plight at the arrival of thole two mighty 
Monarchs, and knew not what courſe 
to ſteer. To keep them out was impoſſt- 
ble , and above his Power, and to ler 
them in was dangerous, and might prove 
his ruin, and therefore reſolved ( how 
Jaitly or Prudently let the Reader judge ) 
to ſecure himſelt by creating a ils. 
landing between thoſe two Kings : And 
therefore applying himſelf ro the French 
king, he in{inuated ſeveral falſe Stories 
of the King of England, permitting his 
Wbjects likewiſe to do the Engliſh all the 
kcret miſchief they could; for which 
Richard, who was not ignorant of what 
paſſed between him and the French King, 
demanded fatisfaftion, which was denied 
him, wherefore,reſolving toavenge himſelf, 
he aflaulred 8& took eliza it ſelf, together 
with moſt of the chief Forts in the 1I{land, 
demanding ſatisfaction for all the wrongs 
done both to himſelf and Siſter.

ing our King Kichard with having pro: 
cured it, and others ſay, he was killed 
by Humphred Prince of Thoron, for marry 
ing 7/abell:,who had been before cſpouſed tc 
him : But moſt affirm, that he was ſtab 
bed by twoAſtaflines by command of their 
Maſter the Old man of the Mountaing, 
vhoſe only Quarrel with him was, his 
being a Chriſtian ; and that the two Mur: 
therers being immediately taken and put 
to a cruel Death, Gloried in the Merits 
rionſneſs of their ſuffering. He had 
Reigned about. five years, and left on 
Daughter, Maria Fole, on whom the Tem: 
Plers beſtowed Princely Education. 

But tho' Comrade was Dead, his Fact 
on ſtill ſurvived, and thoſe of his party 
affronted King Guy, and ſtrove to hay: 
him depoſed ; telling him, that the 
Crewn was only tycd on his Head with 
2 Womans Fillet, which being now bro- 
ken, by the Death of Qucen S:vy! who 
dyed together with all her Children, of 
the: Plague at the Siege of Prolomass, lit 
had no longer any Right to the King: 
dom, eſpecially, being a wortklefs and 
4n unfortunate man : Tho? the truth is, 
the meaſuring a Princes worth by his Suc- 
ceſs, is a Rule often falſe, and always un- 
certain; and the common Conſent of all 
Nations 
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Nations will plead this in his Favour, 
that having been once a King, he ought 


"ever to remain ſo. But to put a hral 


end to this unhappy Controverlie, ing 
Richard made a pleaſing Motion, which 
relliſhed well to the Palate of that hun- 
ery Prince, offering - him the- Iſland of 
Cyprits, in exchange 'for -his Kingdom of 
Jeruſalem. Which «motion was willingly 
imbraced, and the exchange actually made, 
to the Content of both parties, and the 
Kings of England bore the Title of King 
of Fernſalem 1n their ſtyle, for many years 
after. But in this exchange, Gry had 
really the better Bargain, in regard he 
bought a real Poſſeſſion - for an Airy Ti- 
tle : However, he lived not long 'to in- 
Joy it, for. he dyed ſoon after his Arrival 
there, but his Family injoyed it, for 
ſome hundred years, after which it fell 
by ſome TranſaQtion, to the ſtate of Ve- 
nice; and was atlaſt wreſted from them 
by the 7arks, who injoy it at this day. 
Conrade being killed, and Guy having 
renounced his Kingdom. Henry Earl of 
Champaign was advanced to the Kingdom 
of Jeruſalem, by the procurement of King 
Richard his Uncle , who to corroborate his 
Eleftion, by ſome Right of Succeſſion, 
married J/abelia the Widow of Conrade, 
and Davghter of Almerick, King of Feru- 
A 2 ſalem,

ſelves abundance of Peace and Tranquility, 
began every where to build, and to beau- 
tifie their Habitations. The Templers 
fortified Gaza, and King Richard repalr- 
ed and walled Prolemarts, Pomphyria, Jop- 
pa, and Askglon, But alaſs, this ſhort 
liv'd Proſperity like an Autumn Spring , 
came too late, and was gone too ſoon, 
to bring forth any mature Fruit: How- 
ever it was now agreed on by all parties, 
That they ſhould march immediately to- 
wards the City of Jerxſalem, which Holy 
and Sacred place, was the. mark at which 
they all principally Aimed. And having pre- 
pared all things for the putting this re- 
ſolution into Practice : King R:chard lead 
the Vant Guard of Engl:fh, the Duke of 
Burgundy Commanded in the main Body 0- 
ver his French, and James of Avergn with 
his Flemings, and Brabanters brought up 
the Rear, Saladine who underſtood Dy 
Is 
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his Spies, the manner of their march 
Serpent like bit them by the Heels, for 
not far from Bethlehem, he violently ai- 
faulted the Rear of their Army ; but the 
Engliſh andFrenchſuddentlyWaheeling about, 
charged the Twks moſt furiouſly, and 
Emulation formerly, Poyſon, here proved 
2 Cordial ; every Chriſtian unanimoully 
ſtriving, not only to Corquer their Ene- 
mies; but to overcome-their Friends to, 
in the Honour of the Victory. And our 
Royal Pilgrim in this Battel was fo ad- 
ventrous, and tought with ſuch invincible 
Courage, and. Reſolution againſt rhoſe 
Enemies of Chriſtianity, thet his Valour 


regard he was more careleſs of himſelf, and: 
expoſed his Perſon to greater danger, 
then beſcemed the prudence of aGeneral z 
for having received a Wound, as tho' by 
loling his Blood, he had received a new 
Addition to his Strength, he laid about. 
him like a Mad-man, killing divers of 
the Inhdels with his own hands. ' The 
Turks withſtood the Chriſtians force for a 
long time, and ſtrove hard- to carry as 
way the Honour of the Day ; but were 
at laſt forced to give Ground, and leave 
the” Chri/tians in the Poſleſſion of the Vi- 
tory, which they. obtained with little 
or no loſs to themſelves, ſave Fames of A- 
A3 vergn, 


bronght his Judgment into queſtion, in * 
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vergn, who dyed here in the Bed of Ho- 
nour. But there were more 1zrks ſlain 
in this Battel, then there had been in 
any other for forty years before. 

And had the Chriſtian improved this 
Victory, and marched immediately to Fe- 
rſalem, they might in all Probability 
have ſurprized 1t, whillt the [zrvs were 
Blind-folded, ard in a kind of a maze 
at this Prodigious overthrow ; Bnt the 
opporturity was wholly loſt by the back- 
wardneſs of King Ricoard and his Eng- 
liſh Soldiers, ſay the French Writers , 
whilſt others 1mpute 1t, altogether to the 
Envy, and Emulation of the French , 
who rather choſe to have ſo Glorious 
an A&tion left undone, then to ſee it per- 
formed by the Ezelifn, together with the 
treachery of Odo Duke of Burgundy, 
who being more grieved for the loſs of 
his Credit, than careful to: preſerve a 
good Conicilence, was choaked with the 
ſhame of the fin which he had ſwallow- 
ed, and dyed for Grief, that his hold- 
ing Correſpondence with the Turks, came 
to be diſcovered : But moſt are of the 
Opinion, that Richard attempted not the 
taking of Fcruſalem, becauſe like a wiſe 
Archite&t, he intended to build his Vi- 
&ories, ſo as they might ſtand unſhaken, 
by ſecuring the Country all along as he 
went.

Witham 
nay + of Ely, whom he had left his 
Vice- Roy in England, uſed = ny unſuffe- 
rable Inſolencies towards his Subjects : 
So hard and difficulr her he it is, for 
one of amean and Contemptivle Birth, 
to periorate a King without going be- 
yond his Limits, and over ACting his 
part. And that which was yet worſe, 
his Brother John Earl of Aforton, had 
conſpired with the French King to invade 
A 4 his

his Dominions. Which reports, and the 
concluding of this War,(a Subject not like- 
ly to anſwer the expence and Charge of 
of it ; eſpecially, now the Yenetians, Ge- 
N0ANs, Piſans and Florentines were 2ONe 
away with their Fleet ; wiſely ſhrinking 
themſelves out of the Collar, when they 
found their Necks too much Galled with 
their hard imployment ; )made him defire 
a Peace of Saladine, who thereby finding, 
that he had all the Cords tn his own 
hands, knew well enongh how to play 
his Game, and make his beſt of thoſe 
Exigencies wherein he knew King Richard 
to be plunged ; for he had thoſe about 
him, who had cunning and skill-enough, 
to read in King Richards Face what griev- 
ed and perplexed his mind, and knew by 
his Spies every thing, that was worth 
Obſervation in the Engliſh Army. He 
offered therefore to Conſent, that a Truce 
ſhould be concluded on for three ( ſome 
ſay five ) years, upon condition that the 
Chriſtians would demoliſh all places 
which they had fortified ſirce the tak- 
ing, of Prolemais, which was im Effect to 
be at the Charge of undoing all that they 
had hitherto done. But however ſuch 
was the urgency of King Richards occa- 
ſion, that he was. glad to accept of thoſe 
hard Conditions, tho he: hated them at 
his Heart. And

And thus this great undertaking of 
thoſe two mighty and Warltke Kings, 
began with great Confidence, managed 
with much Courage, and attended with 
good Succeſs, ended , notwithſtanding 
with ſome Honour indeed to the under- 
takers, but ro 'manner of -Profit, either 
to themſelves, or the Chriſtian cauſe. 

King Richard in this Voyage-eternized 
his Memory, and to the Glory. of the 
Engliſh Nation, render'd his Name fo ter- 
rible to the Turks, that they were uſed 
to ſay to their Horſes when they ſtar- 
ted for fear, what doſt thou think King 
Richard is here ? But Profit, neither he.. 
nor the French King got any, .both 
of them looſing the Hair of their Head 
in an acute diſeaſe, which ſaith, one Hiſto- 
rian was more then either of them got 
by the Voyage. And as for the poor 
Chriſtians in- Syria, they left them in afar 
worſe Caſe than: they found them. 

But:to refreſh the Readers Spirits a lit- 
tle, amidſt ſo many Miſeries and fed 
Stories, I muſt not omit one thing that 
King + i<4rd did in Paleſiine, which was 
no doubt, an abundant Compenſation for 
all the coſt and pains of his Journey : 
Which was his redeeming from the Turks 
for a great ſum of Money, a large Cheſt 
as much as four Men covld lift, full of 
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the taking of Jeruſalem, 
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King Richard having now ſigned the 
Peace with Saladine, and thereby ended 
his Pilgrimage, took Shipping in Syria 
to return to his Kingdom ; but meeting 
with a Storm on the Coaſt of Germany,

Holy Relicks, which precious Treaſure 
they had gotten from the Chriſtians, at 
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he ſuffered Shipwrack, and therefore re- 
ſolved to travel through taat Country by 
Land, as being his neareft way home, with- 
out conſidering that the nearneſs of the 
way ought to have been meaſured, not 
ſo much by the ſhortneſs of it, as the 
ſafene(s of it. 

But however to prevent all danger, he 
diſguiſed himſelf, and pretended to be 
one Hugo a Merch ant, whoie only Coms- 


ity was himſelf, whereof he made 


but a bad Barzain; for being diſcovered 
In Auſtria by his large Expences, which 
{0 far exceoded the degree of a Merchant, 


that his Hoſteſs detetted lim, and the 
COmmon Propl e flocking 'about _ uſed 
much Rudeneſs and Inſolence ards 


him. And being ſeized on by he Duke, 
who reſolved now to be revenged on 
kim for the effront done him in Paleſtine : : 
he ſold him to Henry the Emperor, who 
kept him 1n Bonds, Cherging him with a 
[houſand faults committed in S:crly, Cy- 
prus ard 1 aleſtine, the Proofs whereof 
Were as lIEnGer as the Crime, were {mal}, 
lo that Kicha: 7d having af eloquent 
Tongue, an innocent Heart, and a volt 
Spirit, eaſily acquired himſelt of all th 10ſec 
furious on 2rges, in the judgment of all 
that heard him. However before he could 
obtaln his Liberty, he was forced to pay 
q 


(1s 3 
a Ranſom of an Hundred and Twenty 
Thouſand Marks Cofkez weight, which 
was in that age before the 1ndies had fill- 
ed thoſe Northern parts of the World, 
with Gold and Silver,fo,greata ſum that to 
raiſe it in England, they were forced to 
ſell all their Church Plate, and in lieu 
thereof for ſome Hundred years after, to 
Celebrate the Sacrament in Challices of 
Latten or Ti. After this Money Peter of 
Bloys ( who had drank as deep of this 
Helicon, as any of that age, ) ſent this 
Prayer , making an Apoſtrophe to -the 
Emperor, or to the Duke of Auſtria, or 
to both together. 


And now thou baſeſt Avarice, 

Drink_ till thy Belly. burſt, 

Whilſt England powers large ſilver ſhowers, 
To Satiate thy thirs?, 

And this we praythy Money may 

And thou be like accurſt, 


Part of this Ranſome being paid, and 
Hoſtages left for the ſecuring the reſt, 
he returned into England, having indured 
Eighteen Months Impriſonment. © But 
the Duke was after this ſorely aflicted 
in his Dominions, by Fire and Famine, 
And in his Body by a Ganrgren, which 
teiſed on him with that Violence that he 
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was forced to cut his leg off with his 
own hand, and died thereof ; but before 
his death he fortified /7c-na with a ſtrong 
Wall, which he cauſed to be built with 
this Money , and being in the time of 
his | ſickneſs, troubled in conſcience for 
having been ſo Cruel to our King, he will- 
ed ſome Thouſand Crowns to be returned 
to him again, 
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The Death of Saladine. Diſcords among 
the Turks , the Death of Henry King of | 
Jeruſalem, Almerick the Second Succeeds 
him. The Pilgrims divert their Arms 
from Paleſtine to Conſtantinople and 
Conquer the Grecian Empire. 


O T long after King Richards return 
ont of Paleſtine, Saladine who had 

for ſixteen years together been the Terror 
of the Eaſt ended his life. He was a Prince 
fierce. in fighting, and yet mild in Con- 
quering , and when he had his. Enemies 


| in his hands, delighted himſelf more in 


baving the power, then he did in the ACt 
of revenge ; finding his life draw to a pe- 
riod, he Commanded thoſe about him to 
ule no other Solemnities at his par

then a Black Cloth , wiuch he ordered 
them to carry before him , and Ear 
that. Saladine Conqueror of the Eaſt had 
now nothing lefr of all his Conquelt, but 
only this Black Shirt to attend him: to 
his Grave 

He Left Nine ( ſome ſay Twelve ) Sons 
behind him who were all except one, 
Murthered by S4phradin their Uncle, whom 
Sal 1dine made the overicer of his Will, 
and he was not preſerved by his Uncles 
pity.but by hears ur of fome of his fathers 
Friends, his name being likewiſe S-p%- 
radin Snltan of Aleppo, Whercupon there 
zroſe much Inteſtine difference among the 
{urks, during which time the Chriſtians 
1joyed their Truce with much quiet and 
ſecurity, only their peace was ſomewhat 
hd | by the unfortunate death of 
King Henry, who fell (as he was walking 
in his Palace to ſolace himfelt ) out of a 
Window and brake his Neck. 

After whoſe death Almerick, Luſiznan, 
Brother to King Guy, Marrying I/ bella, 
his Relict was in her "Tight Crowned King 
of Jeruſalem. The Chriſtians 1n SYrV14 
promiſing themſelves much aid from his 
Iſle of Cypras, of which he was alſo King, 
but he abandoning himſelf to eaſe and 
pleaſure, proved a worthleſs and- an un- 
fortunate Prince. |

In his time Henry Emperor of Germany 
to make amends for his Cruelty againſt 
King Richard, and regain his Credit which 
was very much parry WE ſet on 
foot an other Voyage to theoly Land ; 
Pope Celeſtine the third ſending his Legat 
about to promote it , by ſhewing how 
God himſelf had founded the Alarm in 
the. diſſention of the Trks, and perſuad- 
ing them that Jerſalem might now be 
recovered, with the blows of her adver- 
faries, only it was convenient to ſend an 
Army, not ſo much to Conquer it as to 
receive it. Henry Duke of Saxony was 
choſen General of the Pilgrims, who was 
acompanied by Frederick Duke of Axftria, ' 
Hermand Lanagrave of Thuringia, Henry 
Palatine of the Rhine, the Arch-biſhops of 
Ments and Wittenburgh , the Biſhops of 
Bream and Halberſtadt, and Regenſpurg, 
and divers other Prelates, {ſo that it was 
an Epiſcopal Army, and one might there 
have truly ſeen the Church Militant, 

In their paſſage through Greece they 
found better uſage then ſome of their 
Predeceflors, and being conveyed from 
thence by Shiping into Syria, they preſent- 
ly brake the Truce made with the Turks 
by the King of England, being impowered 
ſo to do by a Diſpeuſation from the Pope, 
who looked upon a peace Solemnly made 

to

to be a Net ſtrong enough to hold others, 
but tothimſelf, to be a Cobweb only which 
he might break through at his' pleaſure. 
They quickly wonne the City of Berytas, 
and as ſoon loſt it, for the Emperor who 
was the root that nurſed the Voyage dy- 
ing ſuddenly, the branches quickly wither- 
ed ; the General himſelf was ſlain, the 
Arch-Biſhop of ents being one of the 
Eleftors, would needs returne home to the 
Choice of a new Emperour, and many of 
the Captains ſtole away ſecretly, fo that 
contrary to other voyages which generally 
ſwept almoſt all that went , the greater 
number of thoſe ' adventurers returned 
home with whole bodies, but wounded 
credits. 

And thoſe who remained loſtt, heir lives 
to as little purpoſe, for having fortified 
themſelves in Joppa, at the Feaſt of St. 
Mortain their Arch Saint, he being a Ger- 
man by birth, and Biſhop of Jowrs in 
France, they ſo drowned themſelves 1n 
Wine, that the Turks got into the City 


without reſiſtance, and Cut every one of 


their Throats, to the number of Twenty 
Thouſand, and raſed the City to the 
Ground. 

' Which Victory made the Twrks ſo proud 
that they now thought without any more 
delay td have driven the Chrit;ans quite 
our

out of Syria , but by the coming of Sion 
Count of Morntford, a Valiant and expert 
Captain ſent thither by Philip the French 


'[ King, with a Party of brave Soldiers, and 


the Civil diſcord then reigning among 
themſelves for Soveraignty, their fury 
was ſtaid, and a Peace concluded between 
them and the Chri#ians for Ten years, 
during which time the Tarks promiſed not 
to moleſt the Chriſtians in Tyre or Ptolemats, 
whereu;.2n the worthy Count returned 
with his Soldiers into Frarce. 

But notwithſtanding this Peace newly 
made, an Army of Pilgrims was ſoon after 
provided for Syria, the Chief Command- 


Dandalo Duke of Yenice, Theobald Earl of 
Champaigne , and ſeveral other Princes, 
who having firſt taken the City of Fadera 
in Itria, for the YVenetians, were diverted 
from Syria wo Conſtantinople, by the Com- 
mand of the Pope, and the conſent of the 
Princes of Exrope, who were moved there- 
unto by the Complaint and intreaties of 
young Alexius Son to Iſaxc Angelus the 
Grecian Emperor, who being ' depoſed 
by his Brother Alex:ius caſt into Priſon, 
and both his Eyes put out ( a puniſhment 
which was the faſhion of that Country, ) 
this young Alex:ius Implored the help of 
the Exropean Princes, to expel his Uncle 


ers whereof were Baldwin Earl of Flanders, -

the Uſurper, and free his Father 
from his Miſcrab] le Capti 7ity. The Sold- 
iers were well enough pleaſed with the 
exchange of ſervice, for they knew well 
enough that in Paleſtize there was nothing 
to be got but Honour, and here they 
hoped to get both Honour and Spoil. 
Wherefore ſetting ſaile from Fadera, 
they went diretly to Contartinple, and 
after ſome few hot 4kirmiſhes eaſily took 
the City, whereupon Alexius the Uturper, 
with his Wife, Whores and Treature, 
being fled away, blind 1/azo and his 
{fon Aerins were faluted Joynt Emperors; 
which brittle Honour was quickly broken, 
tor the Old Emperor being now brought 
out of a cloſe pent Dungeon, into the 0- 


pen Air died ſoon after, and his Son was: 


thereupon Villainouſly ſtrangled by Ale xi- 
1s Ducas , a man of baſe Parentage, who 
was ina tumultuous manner choſen Em- 
peror. by the People, but growing proud 
upon his being thus - advanced to the 
Imperial Throne, he gave ſome affronts to 
the Latins, who ſtill lay in their Ships 
before Conſtantineple, whereupon they al- 
faulted the City again the Second time, 
and taking it by main force plundered all 
the inhabitants, Raviſhing the Womer, 
ang uling a Thouſand Inſolencies, where- 
in the very Sanctuaries needed Sanctu- 
arics

ries to defend them, from the violence 


-lof the inraged Soldiers. 


And the Latines having thus Poſleſled 
themſelves of Conſtantinople, within twelve 
Months conquered all the Grecian Empire 
except Aadrinople , and divided it among 
themſelves. Making Baldwize Earl of 
Flanders Emperor of Grecia, Bon:face 
Marquiſs of 1ozrferrat, King of Theſſaly, 
and Geoffrey a French Noble man Prince 
of Achaia, and Duke of Athens, And 
the Venetians got many rich Iſlands in the 
Egean and TJonian Seas. And {Thomas Mite 
crocenus was Elefted the firſt Latine Pa- 
triarch of Conſtantinople. 


CHAP. ITH 


The Holy War turned upon the Albigenſes. 


Te Pope having lately diverted the 

Holy War, and turned it upon the 
Grecian, liked the Snccels of it fo well, 
that he afterwards made acommon Trade 
of it, for having about two years after, 
procured the Levying a great Army, for 


the Holy War, he ſent them againſt the 


Who being ac- 


Albingenſes in France : 
counted 
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,and Rover the Biſhop of Clearmort , Ne-

counted Hereticks by his Holineſs, he red 


ſolved to deſtroy them withouc Mercy, 
That pretended Shepherd of the Church, 
knowing no other way to bring home 
wandring Sheep, then by worrying them 
to Death ; for the promoting which Pi- 
ous Work, he promiſed all thoſe who 
would undertake it, the {ame Pardon, and 
Indulgences, as to them that went to 
Conquer the Holy- Land. And the better 
to- perſwade People to undertake 1t, he 
only requeſts their Aid for forty days, 
hoping to have eaten np thoſe deſpiſed 
Hereticks at a mouthful. Tho? therein 


he found himſelf miſtaken, for they found | 


him, and his Succeſior work enough for 
fifty years together. However in regard, 
the Seat of the War was nearer, the 
Service ſhorter, and the Wages the ſame 
with the Voyage into Paleſtine ; many en- 
tred themſelves for this imploy, & neglect- 
ed the other: The chief whereof were the 
Duke of Burgundy, the Earls of Never, 
St. Paul Auxierne, Geneva, Poittiers, and 
Montfort.

vers Charters 5 Baguex and many more, 
every Biſhop with the Pilgrims of- his 
own Jurisdiction. Their work was to 
deſtroy the Albinzenſes, which were in

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Jereat numbers in Da#ulphine Province, and 
lother parts of France, and to Root out 


all their Friends and Fayourers, or ſuſ- 


pected to be ſo. 
Pope Innocent the Third, having ga- 


-[thered together an Army of an hundred 


thonſand Pilgrims 3 Sackt .the Citics of 
Befiers and Carcaſſone, deſtroying many 
Papiſts among the Albinger/es, and cutting 
the -Prieſts themſelves in pieces, even in 
their Prieſtly Ornaments. After which 
Simon Earl of onforr, was made Gene- 
ral of the Pilgrims, who had been hither- 
to Counmanded by Mo the Popes Legate, 
which made the Earls of Fayl, Tholouſe,, 


who were the Patrons of the Albingenſes, 
to ſhelter themſelves under Peter King of 
Aragon, whoſe Homagers they were. One 
great Inconvenience ever attehded that 
Army of Pilgrims, for ſo ſoon as ever 
their forty days were expired, in regard 
it was the full time ſet them by the Pope, 
to merit Paradiſe in, they would not ſtay 


| a Night longer , leaſt peradventure hay- 


ing purchaſed Heaven, they might by conti- 
nuing longer in the Service, be put into the 
Poſſeſſion of it ſooner then they were will- 
ing, which being obſerved by the King of 
Aragon ; and that between the going out

left himſelf, having an Army of thirt 


thouſand Foot, and ſeven thouſand Horſe; bo 
which made him ſo over-Confident ofþ. 


Victory, that out of Pride and Vanity]j. 
he expoſed his Perſon ſo openly at th 
Head of the Army, that he did as it wer 
invite his Enemies Arrows to hit ſo fair] - 
a Mark, by which he. was ſo mortal} 
Wounded, that he fell from his Horſe, 
and with his Body ſunk the Hearts of his 
Soldiers,who all preſently run away ; Sim 
purſuing them to the very Gates of Thew 
loſe, and killing many thouſands of them, 

Yet in a few years, the Face of this 
War was Changed, for young Reimund 
Earl of Theuloſe, exceeding his Father both 
in Valour and Succeſs, re-gained in a few 
Months what $92 and his Pilgrims had 
been many years in Conquering. Andat 
laſt Sion as he laid Siege to Thelsſe, had 
his Head ſhot off from his Body by a 
ſtone, which a Woman let fly out of an 
Engine from the City wall. 

In whoſe Death, the raging ftorm of

aly41 the proſecution , whereof I orce Hun- 
Wired Thouſand Craiſed Pilgrims had withe

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King Almerick Depoſed by the Pope. John

About which time likewiſe died Saphra- 
din Saladines Brother , who ſhared his 
Dominions between his two Sons, Coraaine 
and Meledine, the former Commanding 
in Syria , and the latter in Eg ypt, whilſt 
Saladines Son was ſtill forced to content 
himſelf with the Government of Aleppo. 

And as the Pope had took upon him to 
Depolſe Almerick, ſo he likewiſe proceded 
to appoint his Succeſſor, and Frankly gave 
the Kingdom of Feruſalem to Fohn de Bren, 
a private Frenchman, who to twiſt his 
Title with an other ſtring, Married ria 
Fole, the only Daughter and Heir of Con 
rade, King of Jeruſalem, This Fohn was 
a very Valiant man and one who had 
ſhewed 'mivch "bravery in the Voyage to 
Conſtantinople,- © ©. » 

Soon after this, thePope called a-Coun- 
celat LZaterane,' wherein it was ordered 
that the Croſs ſhouW:be every-qyhere 
Preacht * with ZealF. and. Earieſtneſs 
to - procure . Pilgrims. *Fhat all Tiltings 
ſhould be-forbidden in[Chriſtendom, for 
three ;years, that ſo:the Spears of Chriſti 
«ns might oaly be broken againſt - 7n- 

ke F fidcls, 
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fidels, that, Clergy-men who went this 
Yoyage, might Mortgage their Church- 
livings, to provide themſelves with - ne- 


celſaries, T hat all debtors during their P- | 


grimage, ſhould be diſcharged from pay- 


{| ing uſe to their Creditors, and thar all 
-| Priefts ſhould contribute - the twentieth 


part of their Revenues for three years, 
to advance ' this defign. And lealt the 
Pope ſhould ſeem to lay burdens upon 0- 
thers, which he himſelf would not touch 
with his finger , he promiſed to find a 
Ship to carry his Pilgrims of the City of 
Rome ; and disburſt - thirty Thouſand 
Pounds in Money,8& promiſing that he and 


his Brethren the Cardinals, would pay 


the Tenth of all their Church profits. 
Whereupon the next ſpring a numerous 
Army ſet forward for Pale#t:ze, under the 
Command of Pelagins the Popes Legate, 
Andrew King of Hangaria, the three E- 
leftoral Arch-biſhops, together with thoſe 
of Liege, Wirtenbarg , Bambery, Strasburg, 
Pars, &c. Lews Duke of Bavaria, 
and Leopold, Duke of Auſtria, and 2 
Navie of Engliſh, Florentines, Genoans atid 
'many other Nations to - convey them 
thither. The krſt thing they Imployed 


themſelves in was the fruitleſs beſieging the 
Fors of Mount Tabor, which  Coradine 
the Turk, hail built in the \{dle and Lazy 
| | B Reign 


> Chriftians Tents , and againlt which mif- 
chief they had noother defence but Pray- 
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Reign of King Almerick , to the greet 


annoyance of the Chrift:ars, but tho” they 
were uniucceſsful in this liege, yet King 
John was more fortunzte in taking the 
Caſtle of Pr/grims, a piece of great ſtrength 
on the Sea ide. 

W hereupon it was reſolved on to trayſ: 
late the War into Egypr, in hope to 
diſcourage theEgyprtians by the Invaſion, 
and ruins of their Country ; and there 
fore Hoilting Sail, they came before Ds 
miata a Chief Haven of Egype , lying or 
the Eaſt ſide of the River /Vi/us,[n the ſiege 
whereof they had four difficulties to en 
counter with, beſides the City it ſelf, firf 
with a great Chain that Jay a croſs the 
Harbor which with indefatigable pains 
and Induſtry mingled with Art they break 
aſunder. Secondly the River NV:ilzs whick 
now ſuddenly, and unexpectedly over 
flowed, and drowned the whole Country, 
ſo that the Fiſh came ſwimming into the 


er , and a publick Faſt enjoyned by the, 
Legate, upon which the water abated, 
and a Publick Thankſgiving thereupou 
injoyned,, that fo the mercy obtained 
by Prayer might be kept by Praile. 
Thirdly , they were to grapple with the 
Fort of Pharria, A ſeeming Impregnadle 
Piece

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piece between them and Damiata; for 
the taking whereof they. built a Tower 
on Ships, which falling down killed and 
wounded many of the Pilgrims: and thoſe 
who had the good hap to eſcape the 
blow, were notwithſtanding terrified by 


| the fright which the fall occaſioned a- 


mong them, but King Fob» comforted 
his Soldiers, and deftred them not to be 


| difcouraged at a thing which was pnreby 


accidental, and againſt which there could 
be no guard or defence by any rules of 
Wiſdom or VYalour, but immediately ad- 
dreſs themſelves to the Railing one more 


ſubſtantial, by his dire@ion and advice, 


which was when faniſhed the rarieſt piece 
in that kind, that ever the world ſaw, 
by means whereof aftey many bloody aſ- 
faults they Conquered the Fort. 

And the fourth and worſt enemy they 
had to do withal, was Meladine King of 
Egypt who lay near them with a great 


| Army, Conſtantly furniſhing the City 


with Men and Vituals , and excerciling 
them wich continual Skirmiſhes, in one 
whereof he did them abundance of harm 
with his Wud fire, whereby King For 
himſelf was dangerouſly Scorched , but 
at laſt ſceing that the Chriftsans hewed 
their way through all thoſe Rocks of 
difficulties, he propounded a Peace to _ 
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by the mediation of his Brother Coragre 


King of Dama'cus, wherein he offered, that], 


it they would depart out of £Ezypr, he 


would reſtore them the Cr ofs, the City of; 


Ferrſalemand all the Land of Paleſtine. 
The Engliſh, French, and Italians were 
willing to imbrace ſo Iarge an offer, but the 
Legate would no ways conſent , 2lledging 
that the Voyage was undertaken not for the 
recovery of Paleſtine only, but for the ex- 


« tirpation of the Mahomeran ReAtgion, it be- 


ing for his Maſters Intereſt to keep that 
War always on foot: Which refuſal ſo in- 
raged Coradine, that he beat down the 
Wallis of Jeruſalem, and all the Beautifull 
Buildings therein, ſave only the Tower of 

David, and the Temple of the Sepalcher. 

However the ſiege of Damiata went on, 
and was at length taken by the Chriſti- 
a:is. without reſiſtance ; moſt of thoſe 
that ſhould have defended it being either 
lain, or dead with the Famine or Plague, 
ſo that the Chriftians who inraged with 
the length of the ſiege , entred with a 
reſolution to kill all, had their fury foon 
meltcd intopitty, by beholding the {treets 
every whEre ſtrewed with dead Corps, 
ſo that of threeicore: and ten Thoufand 
there was now but one thouſand remain'd 
alive, who were all pardoned by tt; 
Corquerors; upon Condition that they 
would

*\noutd cleanſe the City, which they were 
thres Months in performing. 

Great was the ſpoil, the Pilgrims found 
tlin Damiata, being, as it were a ſtrong 


barred Cheſt, wherein the Merchants cf 
Egypt and Jnaia had as they imagined , 
ately Locked up all their Treaſures, 
which detained them there a full year, 
being moſt of them Content to make 
that Inn their home ; during which time, 
the Pope. ordered John de Columna a Car- 
dinal, to reſide there, as his Legate in the 
place of Pelagius,

ot long after, the Arrival of this 
new Legate, there aroſe a great di- 
ference between him ard the King of 


atiz tor his Holineſs, which had at the 


taking of it by publick Agreement been 
ahgned to the King: Wherenpon Bren 
In anger returned to Ptolomars, as well' 
to. putt” out; his diſcontent in private, as! 
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Ferufalem, in regard he Challenged Damr-

to teach the Chriſtians his worth by theirlj 


want of him, who preſently after his de- 
parture found themſelves at {o great a loſs, 
that they were neither able to ſtand ill 


without diſgrace, nor proceed 1n the War| 


without danger. The Legzate commanded 
them to march, but he found they had 
t50 great a Spirit to be ruled by a Church- 
man ; for they ſwore they would not ſtir 
one ſtep, unleis the King were with them: 
So that the Legate was fain to ſend 
Metiengers to intieat his return to the 
Army, which at lait he Conſented to, by 
the perſwaſion of the Meſlengers, and a 
promiſe of having Damatia according to 
the firſt Agreement. 

But no ſooner was the King and the 
Legate met again, after eight Months ab- 
ſence, but new Diviſions were ſtarted be- 
tween them, The Legate per{waded the 
Army to march up, and beliege Grand 
Cairo ;, alluring them, that they might 
thereby quickly command all Zgypr : God 
having as he pretended, opened them 
{uch adoor of victory,that they might eaſily 
enter into Poſleſhon of their Enemies 
Country, if they did not bar it up by 
their own Idlenels. 

But the King oppoſed it, and adviſed 
them to return again into Syrza, In re- 
gard that City was difficult to take, and 
im- 
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jmpoſible to keep, the Ground whereon 


-[they were to march was altogether as 


Treacherous as the People, egainft whom 
they were to fight ; ſo that it was bet- 
ter for them, now to - retire with Ho- 
nour, then hereafter to fly with ſhame, 
But the Legate perliſting in his refolu- 
tion, thundred out Excommunications a- 
gainſt all thoſe who refuſed to go tor- 


:| wards ; therefore they muſt needs go, 


when the Devil drove them. 

Whereupon the crafty Ezyptians, whoſe 
flight was more to be feared, then their 
fight; ſeeing the Chriſt;ans advance, pre- 
texded to fly before them, the better to 


draw them into the Snare. But the Le-_ 


oate fancying, that the pretended flight 
was the Effe& of their Cowardize and 
Fear , hugged himſelf in his own Imagit- 
nary Happineſs, and highly applauded 
his Sagacity, in giving that Succeſsful 
advice, tho' he quickly found his Joy tur- 
ned into Sorrow. 

For Egyp: being a low level Ground, 
through the midſt whereof runs the Kt1- 
ver Nilus; whoſe ſtream the Egyptians 


had by their Induſtry, fo bridled with: 


Banks and Sluces, that they could ealily 
Command it, to be their own Servant, 
and their Enemies Maſter. And therefore, 


when the Chriſt:zans had Confidently march- 
i} 
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ed on without the leaſt Suſpicion,till it was 
impoſlible for them, either torctire or be 
relieved; the 7arkspterced their Banks, and 
Jer the River run open meuthed upon them, 
vet {o, as they only drowned them up to 
the middle, reſerving their Lives for the 
Ranſome of Damatia. 

So that there you might have the Land 
of Fgypt, in an inſtant turned into a Sea; 
and an Army of itxty thouſand, as the Neck 
of one Man ftreached on the Block, and 
expecting the fatal blow ; every one Curſed 
the Legate, and blamed their own folly, 
in complyi ing with the Advice of a Clergy- 
man, and negleCting that ofaKing. But it 


was now too late, to complain; and they 


muſt bear with Paticnce the Miſery, which 
they had brought upon themſelves by their 
own Raſhneſs. 

Aeladine King of Ezypt, ſeeing the de- 
plorable Miſery of thoſe drowned Chri- 
jtians, and the Conſtancy, and Patience 
wherewith they indured their Calamity, 
vias moved with Compaſlion towards 
them; being himſelf as was thought, 
{ſomewhat inclined to ibrace the Chrt- 
ſtian Religion, and offered thetn their 
Lives upon condition, that they would 


quit the Country and reſtore Dami- 


ata, They gladyaccepted the conditions, 
and preſently diſpatched Meſſengers to the 
City,

City, to prepare them for the Surrender 
ing of it, but they' within the City 
being themſelves ſafe on the ſhore, knew 
not how to ſimpathiſe with their Poor 
Brethren in Shipwrack , and therefore told 
the Meſſengers that thoſe drowned P:1- 


grims deſerved no pity, in regard they ha: 


imvited this miſery upon themſelves by 
their own raſhneſs, and that if they yield- 
ed up this City for nothing, which coſt 
ſo many Lives, they ſhould thereby expoſe 
themſelves to the deriſton of the whole 
World ; that if thoſe Pilgrims periſhed, 
more might be had, but no more Dama- 
ta's, it being a place of ſuch Importance. 
that it” would always be a carb to the 
excurſions of the Egytian King, but how- 
ever thoſe poor diitrefled wretches had 
ſome friends in the City, who confeſſed 
that the Voyage was indeed undertaken 
unadviſedly, and was juſtly to be blamed, 
but yet pleaded that worſe and more 1n- 
conſiderate projects had ſome times been 
undertaken by others, and when they have 
been Crowned with Succeſs, have palled un- 
queſtioned , and fo they ſuppoſed would 
this have done, had it Succeeded, and that 


therefore it was moſt unreaſonable to add 


miſery to the miſerable, beſeeching them 


to pity their Brethren, and not leave them. 


in that forlorn ſtate. 
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But ſinding their arguments to ayail | 


little, they betook themſelves to their 
Arms, reſolving to force the adverſe par- 
ty to relign the City, and King Johr 
who of ali 2thers had the leaſt reaſon to 
pity them,in regarc their project was whol- 
iy againſt his advice, was notwithſtanding 
ſo touched with a ſence of their calamity, 
that he generouſly threatned in cale they 
refuſed to ſurrender it, to give Meladine, 
Ptolemazs ins Syria, 1n the ſtead of it, where- 
upon they conſented, and Damiata was 
reltored to the Turks, and the Legate and 
his Army let out of the trap wherein they 
were taken, Meladine out of his Princely 


goodneſs furniſhing them with Victuals, 


and Hories to carry their feeble perſons 
upon, and thus the Cl7:ift:ans received an 


overthrow without a wound, and the 


{urks obtained an abſolute Victory with- 


out Blood. 


And there being at this time, beſides 
the agreement for the Exchange of Da- 
miata, a Peace made with the Turks for 
eight years, whereby things were ſetled 
in Syri4,King Foz took a Journey tO. Rome, 
where he was Honourably entertained 
by the Pope ; And ſhortly after tho! 
for what reaſon 1 canzot find, he reſign» 
ed the Kingdom of Jeruſalem to Freae- 
rick, the ſecond Emperour of Germany, up- 
On

on condition that he ſhould marry Tote 
the only Daughter of King Fohn, by his 
firſt Wife, altho' by a ſecond Wife he 
had another named Martha, Marryed to 
Robert Emperour of Greece , ſo that by | 
Marriage he was now become Father to 
both the Emperours of. the. Ex#. and. 
WeF#t, 
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of King of Teru/alem, that he was called

Some condemn his reſignation as an uns 
adviſed Act, and conclude that if he had 
not firft parted with his wits. he would 
never have parted ſo freely with his 
Kingdom. But others on the contrary 
commend 1t, asa Wiſe and Confiderate 
Action, and gtve us thoſe reaſons to prove 
it, Firlt, his Wife was dead , by whoſe 
Right he held his Kingdom. Secondly he 
knew the Turks power to Invade it, and 
his own weaknels to defend it. Third- 
ly, before his reſignation, he had little 
left but the bare Title, and after it he 
had nothing leſs ; it being ſo cuſttomary 
for all men to ſalute him by the name 


fo to his dying day. Fourthly he: there- 
by provided better for his Daughter, 
then otherwiſe he could in all proba- 
bility have done. Aid Laſtly becauſe 
he got more after the ſurrender, then 
hedid before,for in. England he received 
many great preſents from Heprythe Third; 
In France,behdes rich gifts left tohimſelf he 
had the managing»of 60000 Crowns,left 
by Phillip Anzuſtas the French King,to the 
Templars, for the carrying on the 
Joly War. In Spain he got a rich Wife, 
Beringaria the Daughter of the King of 
Cle, and in Jcaly he taſted largely of 
the Popes liberality, lived there in great 
plenty 


, 
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Us| plenty , but at laſt Perfidiouſly raiſing 


Rebellion againſt the Emperour of Germ- 
any, his Son in Law, at the Inſtigation 
of the Pape, he loſt the General Eſteem 
of moſt men, and went off the ſtage with- 
out Applauſe. 

Fredericks Nuptials with the Lady Fole, 
was ſolemnized at Rome in the preſence of 
the Pope, with all the Ceremonies of 
Majeity imaginable, agd he ingaged him- 
ſelt by promiſe, that he wouJd within 
two years proſecute his Title in Paleffine, 
bat by Diſcords and Jealonkes between 
the Pope. and him ; he was much longer 
before he got things inreadinels to march, 
and when he was on his way to Paleſtine, 
the Plague ſeized on his Army at Brendifrin 
ltzly, where he likewiſe was ſhortly after 
Vitited with a deſperate fit of ſickneſs 
which ſtayed his Journey for many 
Months. 

[t went againſt the gram with the 
Pope to have the Emperor 10 near him, 
and therefore he Excommunicated him a- 
freſh, ( having dene it divers times be- 
fore, ) pretending his ſickneſs was oply 
the Cramp of Lazineſs, and charging 
him with. the unjuſt ſeizing, on the goods 
of Lewis Lantgrave of Thurmgia, whodiecd 
a little before in the Camp, The Em- 
perour proteſted his innocency and ac- 

cuſed 
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cuſed the Pope of injuſtice, offering for 
the proof of it to put himſelf on the try- 
al, of all Chriſtian Princes. However at 
laſt health came, and Frederick. departed 
with his Fleet for the Holy Land, where- 
ab the Pope who was neither well full nor 
faſting ſtormed exceedingly, and be libel'd 
him more then ever , becauſe he had for- 
ſoorh departed without his Fathers Blef- 
ling, or being Abfolved and Reconciled to 
h1s Mother the Church. 

But we may obſerve that Gods Bleſling 
often times goesalong with the Popes curt- 
es, for the Fame of Fredericks Valour and 
his Virgin Fortune, never yet ſtained with 
i!] Succeſs, haſtning like an Harbinger be- 
tore perparcd Victory to entertain hin at 
his arryal there, This Emperor Swifter 
then Ce/ar himfelf, oyercame before he 
came to Paleſtine ; ſo that Coradine being 
dead and his Children in their Minority, 
the Sultan of Babylon who was then of 
greateſt Authority among the Turks, and 
Governed Syria,oftered him what he could 
never have expected, viz. To reſtore 
him Fer»ſalem , and all Paleftine in as full 
and ample a manner as it was enjoyed by 
Baldwine the Fourth, before it was 
Corquered by Sy/adire, and to releaſe all 
Chr:fian Priſoners upon condition that the 
Tarks might be permitted in ſmall on. 
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bers to have acceſs to the Sepulcher, they 
likewiſe having fome Knowledg off, and 
ſome kind of Veneration for Chy:/#. 

Before Frederick would ratife any thing 
by Oath he ſent to have the Popes appro- 
bation , but hearing that he had Impriſon- 
ed his Meſſengers and in a moſt contemptu- 
ous Manner torn his Letters, he concluded 
a Truce with the Switan for Ten years 
without the Popes conſent, and entering 
on Eaſter-day Triumphantly into Feruſa- 
lem, he Crowned himſelf King with his 
own hands, for the Patriarch, the Mzſter 
of the Templars, and all the Clergy ab- 


ferted themſelves, neither was there any 


Mais Sung 1n the City, ſo long as the 
Emperor itaid there, becauſe he was Ex- 
communicated. 

And thus by the Valour and Policy of 
Frederick, was the Holy Land recovered 
without blood, which had been for many 
years before attempted without ſucceſs, 
and the affairs of Paleftine brought into a 
good condition,& rendered capable ofim- 


proving, had not the Pope ruined all by 


forcing the Emperor to retura ſooner 
then he intended to fupreſs the Rebellion, 
which the Pope had cauſed Fobz Bren to 
rate againſt himat home, At his departure 
be appointed Keznoldus Duke of Bavaria 
to be his Lieutenant in Syria, who wiſely 

| diſcharged 
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di(charged his Office, and preſerved the 
Peace 1ntire, which was concluded with 
the Sultan of Babylon, although the Temp- 
lars endeavoured to bring that Ten years 
Truceto an untimely end, it being an in- 
ſufferable thing with them to falt from 
Fighting, which was Meat and Drink to 
their Turbulent Spirits, Condemning him 
for his want of Zeal in the Holy War,. and 
giving him many a lift to heavehim from 
his place, but ſtill he fate ſure nor was 
he much troubled at the envy of Henry 
King ofCyprs who challenged the princt- 
pality of -:och, as next of kin the laſt 
deceaſed Prince; for the Duke met him 


 anddefeated him in battle, and gave that 


Principality to Frederick, baſe Son to the 
Emperor. 

But that which kept both Turks and 
Chriſtiancin awe, and made them the more 
carefull to obſerve the Truce, was their 
mutual fear of the Tartars,a fierce People 
which at this time tock their firſt flight 
out of their own neſt into the Neighbour- 
ing Countries, they were anciently called 
Scythians,and Inhadited the Northern parts 
of Aſia a country never Conquered by any 
of the Monarchs, being priviledged from 
their Victorious Arms by its own barren- 
neſs, which was the reaſon why after they 
had made ſeyeral incurkons into Europe , 

and 
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and the lefler Aſia, they found it ſo ſweet 
that they cared not to return home. 

They were by their multitudes and ferce- 
neſs become 1o formidable that the Pope 
himſelf began to fear them in 7raly, to pre- 
vent which be ſent Askekna Frier much 
famed in thoſe days, and three others to 
Convert them to the Chr:F:an Religion, 
who.inſtead of inſtrufting them the Rudi- 
ments of Chrif:anity,acquainted them with 
the greatneſs and power of the Pope,who 
was as he told them, exalted above all the 
Princes of Exrope, but Batorhno; Chief Cap- 
tain of the Tartarian Army ( for they were 


not admitted to the Great Cham himſelf ) 


crying quits with this Frier, outvyed 
him in diſcribing his Cham, whoſe great- 
neſs and Divinity he affirmed to exceed 
that of the Popes,and ſent him back with a 
blunt Letrer, which he concluded thus, 
If Thou wilt ſet upon our Land and Inherit- 
ance, it behoveth that Thou Pope in thy 
proper Perſon come unto us, and that Thoa 
come to him who containeth the' Face of the 
Whole Earth, meaning their Great Cham. 
Never did his Hol;nefs ſo meet with his 
match before, however he loved his Flock 
in Exrope too well to run-the hazard of 
lofing them by a long Journey into T arta- 
ria, and ſo the Converſion of the Tartars- 


ans was neglected. 


About. 
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About this time likewiſe the Grecian 
Emperour, who had been now near ſixty 
years confined to the Citys of Vice and 
Adrianvple, only recovered every foot of 
Land that the Latins had won from the 
Greeks, after 1t had been enjoyed by five 
Succelive Latine Emperours, except what 
was enjoyed by the Yenetians, who kept 
Candiz, till lately wreſted from them by 
hel xrks,& preſently after the Greek Church 
wholly caſt of their ſubjeCtion to the Pope, 
and declared the Patriarch of Conſtantinople 
to be abſolute of himſelf, without having 
any dependency on Rome, the occaſion of 
their difavowing the Popes Authority 
was this German, being upon this new 
revolution of the Greczan Empire, choſen 
Patriarch of Coaftantinople, acertain Arch- 
biſhop preferred by himwent toRome,there 
to have his confirmation, bur finding that 
Court ſo unreaſonable in their demands 
of Fees, that it would weaken him to be 
confirmed, and ſhake his Eſtate to ſertte 
him in his Biſhoprick, he returned again 
without confirmation, but with ſo great 
an outcry upon the Extortion of Rome, 
that the Patriarch and' the whole Clergy 
for _ ever after threw off the Popes heavy 
” » which they were no longer able to 
ear. 

His Holineſs ſtormed exceedingly m_ 
ols, 
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loſs, and therefore diſpairing to reduce 
them by fair means, proclaimed open 
War againſt them, and reſolved to ſend 
an Army of Croffed Soldiers againſt thoſe 
Schiſmatical Grecia7s, as he had formerly 
done againſt the Albigenſes : It being cu- 
ſtomary with that imperious Prelate,.to 
make uſe of the Secular Power , as his 
Hang-man, to execute thoſe whom he ſhall 
pleaſe to condemn. But his Commands 
were herein but little regarded, very few 
Volunteers entering-themſclves for this 
Service, and moſt men entertaining a Relt- 
gious Horror and Deteſtation of ſo odious 
an Imployment. 


This irrepairable rent and diviſion be- 


tween the two Churches was very advan- 
tag1ous to the Txrks, and a great hin- 


derance to the Holy War ; for the Greeks 


in Syria, who had hitherto lived in ſome 
kind of friendly correſpondency with thz 


- Latins, differing indeed in Judgment, but 


complying in Aﬀe&tions, and uniting 
againſt the Tark, the common Enemy of 
both, began now to conceive fo great a 
hatered for the Larins, that they wiſhed 
the T»rk, from whom they expected fair 
Quarter,the free Exerciſe of cheir Religion, 
and a ſecure dwelling in any City, for pay- 
ing a ſet Tribute, might gy 20 rather 
than their fellow Chriſtians, from whom 

they 
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they expected nothing but a forcing of 
their Conſcience, and the bringing their 
Souls into ſubjeftion to-the Popes Supre- 
macy ; and therefore from thence for- 
ward, never lent-a helping hand to that 
War. | g 


CHAP. VE 


The Voyage of Theobald, Kingof Navarre 
Of Robert Earl of Cornwall. Feruſalem 
taken by the Coraſines. 


He Ten Years Truce made by Frede- 

rick, being ended, he ordered Kez- 
old, his Vice-Roy, to conclude another, 
for the ſame term of years ; which, tho' 
honourable enough, and without any other 
fault , than Frederick's having made it , 
yet the Temp/ars would not indure it, pre- 
tending, that it was a great Indignity to 
the Chriſt:anr, far the Tarks to have acceſs 
to the Sepulchre. And Pope Gregory, to 
deſpite the Emperour , commanded his. 
E rumpeter's, the Dominican and Franciſ- 
can Fryers, to ſound a freſh Alarum to-the 
Holy War ; who amplifying , with. their 
Rhetorick, the Calamity of the Chrit:ans, 
the 


| 
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the Tyranny of the Turks, the Merit of 


| the Cauſe, and the Probability of Succeſs, 


prevailed with 'many to undertake the 
Voyage; the principal whereof was , 
Theobald, King of Navarre; Almerick , 
Earl of Afoxtfort ; Henry, Earl of Cham- 
paigne ,, Peter, Earl of Bretazgpne ; who 
having no Ships, were forced to march 
with their Armies by Land, through Gre- 
cia, where they were entertained, as 
others hadi been before them, with Trea- 
chery, Famine, and all the Miſeries that 
could attend an unfortunate Army ; inſo- 
much, that none ever after adventured to 
g0 that way into the Holy Land, 

But having paſled the Boſporus ; they: 
marched to Antioch, being more than half 
of them deſtroyed by the Turks in their 
paſſage thither , and the reſt miſerably 
weaken'd and almoſt dead with ſickneſs and 
famine. However, after they had for 
ſometime refreſhed themſelves there, the 
Templars conducted them to Gaza, where 
they fell to ſpoiling and foraging the Sul- 
tan's Country , aſſaulting no place of 
ſtrength , but only poor Villages, who 
thought themſelves ſufficiently walled by 
the Truce. But as they were returning 
home, laden with Treaſure, the Turksin 
great numbers fell upon them- near Gaza; 


where, after a bloody fight, wherein the

Chri/tians behaved themſelves with ſo, much 
bravery, that they were rather killed than 
conquered,they were utterly overthrown ; 
Earl Henry being flain, © Alznerick, taken 
priſoner,and the King of Navarre forced to 
lave himſelf by the {wiftneſs of his Spaniſb 
Gennet. | 

in the mean while, the other Chriſtians 
looked en 2nd {aw their Brethren flaugh- 
tered before their faces, without being 


. able to help them, in regard their handy 


were tyed by the Truce; and Re:noldu 
charged them not to infringe the Peace 
made with the Sulran. - As for the King of 
Tavarre,he ſtole home withas much ſecreſie 
as poſſible, being greatly aſhamed, that 
his Voyage, from which ſo' much was ex-+ 
pected, had effected nothing, but the ruin 
of its undertakers. 

Fifteen days after his departure,R:chard, 
Earl of Cornwall, and Brother to King 
Henry the Third, landed at Prolemazrs, aC- 
companied by Theodoricus, Lord Prior of 
the Engliſh Hoſpitallers , divers Barons , 
and an Army of brave and well-appointed 
Soldiers, where he was joyfully received, 
eſpecially oy the Clergy, who Sang at his 
arrival, Bleſſed is he who cometh in the Name 
of the Lord. 

This Prince was our Eneliſh Creſns, and 
the Tinn-Mines in Cornwall were his _ 
taat 
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that inriched him, {o that England never 
had a poorcr King, and a richer Subject, 
than theſe two Brothers. When he was 
got as far as the Meaiterranear Sea, the 
the Pope ſent his Legate, to command him 
back, and forbid his proceeding any far- 
ther in his Voyage. Whereat our He- 
roick Pilgrim was fomewhat aſtoniſhed , 
that the Pope ſhould ſo ſolemnly ſummon, 
and then as ſuddenly diſcharge his Holy 
Souldiers, as tho' he deligned only to de- 
lude peoples devotions with falſe alarums. 
However, having vowed the Voyage, and 
his Honour and Treaſure being ingaged 


therein,he reſolved that his Holineſs ſhould 


not with a breath blaſt his generous Re-' 
flutions , but went forward , notwith- 
ſtanding this Command to the con- 
trary. 

The Sultans in Syra, hearing of his ar- 
rival, offered him Peace ; but whilſt he 
was treating of it, he fortified Askelon , 
which was the beſt Harbour in all Syria, 
and beautiheu it with Marble and 
Statues; cauſed the Chriftians ,-killed at 
the late Battel of Gaza, to: be decently 
buried, and gave a Prieſt an yearly Salary, 
to Pray for their Souls: 1o that the living 
being much taken with his kindneſs to the 
dead, he thereby purchaſed as much love 
and honour, as tho' he had ſlain ſo many 

Tarks. 
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Turks, And having at laſt concluded : 
Peace with the Sultans for Ten Years; 
wherein it was agreed, That all Chriſtian 
Captives ſhould be releaſed, ſeveral Forts 
reſtored, and things reduced to the ſame 
ſtate they were at the firſt Peace made with 
Frederick the Emperour. He returned 
home with abundance of Honour , H« 
ving, ſays the Hiſtorian, compelled thoſe In- 
fidels to offer Terms of Peace, without offering 
them any other violence, than ſhewing his Sword 
in the Scabbard , without ever 7 p68 it, 
And indeed ſuch was the general eſteem 
which he obtained by his Succeſs in this 
Voyage, that he afterwards bid fair 
for the Imperial Crown of Germany. 
Not long after the Earls return, died 
Reinoldus, Frederick's Lieetenant in Syria, 
in whoſe Grave was buried all the Happt- 
neſs and Glory of the CRIT in Pale- 
ftine. For now the lawleſs Templars would 
obſerve no other Rule than their own 
Will, and the inundation of the rude Tar- 
tars, having, maugre all oppoſition , run 
over all the North of Afia, and forced 
many Nations to forſake their ancient Ha- 
bitations ; among whom was a certain 
People, called Coraſmne, who being thus 
unkennelled; had recourſe to the Snltan of 
Babyloz, deliring him to give them a place 
to live in. The Sultan, who was free 
cnough 
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enough of that which was none of his 
own, frankly gave them all the Land that 
the Chriſtians held in Syria, uponcondition, 
that they would conquer it ; which he 
told them was ealie to do, in regard the 
People were few and weak, and the Coun- 
try rich and fruitful. 

The Coraſnes being thus animated by the 
by the Sultan, came with their Wives and 
Children and their whole Houſholds into 
Syria, to win Houſes and Land for them 
there. And finding the City of Fern/alem 
unguarded,. and without the leaſt ſuſpi- 
tion of an Enemy, ealily ſurprized it, and 


entered without reliſtance. Many of the - 


Chriſtians thereupon flying out of the 
City with their Wives and Families, took 
their courſe towards Jeppa , but unfor- 
tunately lookiug back, and ſeeing their 
own Enſigns advanced on the Walls, were 
ſo infatuated as to go back to the City 
again, upon a confute, that their fellows 
had beaten the Coraſizes, and by thoſe 
Banners, invited them to return, where- 
by they were every Mother's Child ofthem 
[lain. 

Things being brought to this paſs in 
Syria , a deſperate Diſeaſe muſt have a 
deſperate Remedy, whereupon the Chri- 
ftians clapt up a haſty Peace with the two 
Sultans of Damaſcus and Cracci, between 
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whom, and the Sultan of Babylon, there wa] y 
at that time ſome diſcord. And ſwearing; 
them to be faithful, borrowed an Army|j 
of their Forces, to aſſiſt them in taking|h 
vengeance on the Coraſines. Robert , Pa-|f 
triarch of Jeruſalem, was the chief Com-|y 
mander , and St. Luke's day the time 
agreed on for this fatal Battel, which was 
fought on a Plain near Tyberi*s. But the 
'two Armies were no ſooner joyned, but 
the 7 wrks, who were placed in the front of 
the Battel, ran over to the Enemy, or at 
leaſt fled through cowardize, ſo that the|7; 
Chriſtians being -over-powered in num 


of their Enemies , were at laſt utterly 
overthrown , and moſt of them flain, 
there eſcaping no more, but Three of the /

: byPÞbrewsbury, with a brave company of va- 
Kelriliant Engliſh Soldiers, When he came to 
(er-[Cyprus, he was met by an Embaſſadour 
ble, 2 from 
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(52) 
from a great T artarian Prince, who in 
vited., by the fame of his Piety, acquainted 
bim with his deſign to embrace the Chri- 
fian Religion. He received and enter: 
tained the Embaſladours with much aftabi- 
lity, diſmiſſed them with liberal Gifts, 
and by them ſent, as a Preſent to their 
Maſter, a curious Tent, wherein the Hi 
ſtory of the Bible was very dexterioufly 
and richly wrought in Needle-work, ho- 
Ping thereby to catch his Soul in his Eyes, 
Pictures being in that Age of Ignorance 
zccounted Lay-mens Books, tho* lince they 
have been- generally condemned, as full of 
many damnable Errata*s, and never pub- 
liſhed by any Authority of the King of 
Heaven, to be either the means or worker 
of Faith. 

Thither alſo the Templers, who were 
afraid of being checked hy this Pious 

King for their debauched Lives, wrote to 
him to accept of a Peace, which the King 
of Egypt offered to make with the Chr 
ſtians. But he being informed by the 
King of Syria, that it was only a trick of 
the Templers, to-prevent his intentions of 
going into Syria, to behold their wicked- 
neſs, -commanded the Grand Maſter, that 
from thence forward, upon the.price of 
his Head, he ſhould receive no Meſlages, 

Rar hold any correſpondence with the Ene- 

MY, 
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my, reſolving with himſelf once more to 
invade Egypt, and make that Country the 
Seat of the War. 
But having once declared his intentions, 


[and making no great haſte to pur 1t into 
execution, Atcladine had time enough to 
? 


provide againſt the ſtorm, by fortifying 


- [the Sea-Coalt, which he did for an Hun- 


dred and Eighty Miles together ; fo that 


[their landing was now much more difhculr 


than when King John invaded it. How- 
ever, Lewis being re-inforced with a.new 
Army, by Robert, Duke of Burginady, and 


| Alphonſe, the King's Brother, ſet-forward 


for Egypt, and intended to land near D- 
miata :; But the Governour with a Band of. 
reſolute Mammalakes, oppoſed it, between 
whom, and the Chrifians, there was for 
ſome hours a fierce and bloody Fight , 
wherein the {urks were at laſt over- 
thrown and forced to fly.into the Town, 


p[aving the Chr:i#7:ans Landing-place,with- 
.-jout any other Guard, but their Gpver- 


nour and Five Hundred of their beſt 
Soldiers, whom they left dead on the 
place. 


C3 Damiata 
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Damiata was a City fo ſtrong and well 
fortified , that the taking of It was 2c- 
counted a good Task, if performed by an 
Army within the compaſs of a Year. Bur 
thoſe within remembring the Miſeries of 
the laſt Slege, and fearing the fame Tra- 

edy would be aCted over ag ain, ict fire to 
the Houſes, war x in the Night javed them- 
ſelves by flight; whereupon the Frexch 
Hucd 1n , and quenching the fire, faved 
abundance of Treaſure from the e fury of 
the flames. Which Loſs fo diſcouraged 
Meladine, that to purchaſe Peace withthe 
Christians, he offered to reitore them the 
whole Kingdom of Feruſalem, in as ample 


2 manner as ever it had been enjoyed by 


any of their Predeceſlors, to rcleaſe all 
Priſoners, and disburſe a great Sum of 
Money to defray the Charge of the War. 
But ſuch was their Pride and Folly, that 
they refuſed to accept of It, unleſs Alexan- 
aria, the beſt Port inall Egypr, weregiven 
them as an Over-plus; the Pope's Legate, 
and Rovert , Earl of Artow, perſuading 
them to grant Peace upon no other terms. 
Wherefore the Twh leeing themſelves in 
io deſperate a condition, their Extremity 


rendered their Sword the keener ,. and 


made them provide with the greater re- 
ſolution to defend their Country to the ut- 
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About this time there aroſe a difference 
between the French and the Emgliſh, to 
the great prejudice of their Procced- 
ings. And Meladine, King of Egypt, died 
likewiſe the ſame Year, and left bis 
imbroiled Kingdom to Melcchjala, his 
SON. 

From Damiata the French marched up 
towards Cairo, the Governor whereof be- 
iug offended with the new King, promiſed 
to deliver it into their hands. And having 
paſſed an arm of the River N:1us, Earl Ro- 
bert marched forward with a third part of 
the Army and ſuddenly allaulted the Turks 
in their Tents, whilſt the King was ab- 


'ſent, and put them to flight ; which Vi- 


Ctory ſo lifted him up with conceit, 'that 
he adventured contrary to the advice of the 
Maſter of the Templers, to ſet on the whole 
Turkiſh Power, which lay incamped not 
far off, without ſtaying forthe reſt of the 
Army , whereby he was utterly over- 
thrown, and as he was croſling the River, 
in”his flight, found Water enough to 
drown him, tho' not to waſh away the 
{tain of raſhneſs and cowardize from his 
memory ; and our Ergl:ſh Earl refuling to 
fly, died fighting in the midſt of his Ene- 
mies, there eſcaping no more but four 
perſons to carry News of this fatal over- 
throw to the reſt of the Army. 

It 
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It is caſier for the Reader to conceive» 
than for my Pen to expreſs, the general 
grief wherewith theſe doleful Tydings 
were received by the French, among whom 
the Plague raged fo furiouſly , that it 
daily ſwept away Thouſands. And to in- 
creaſe their ſorrow, ſeveral ſick perſons, 
whom the King had ſent down the River 
to Damiata, were ſet upon Þy the Egyptian 
King, and having neither Hands: to hght, 
nor Legs to run, were every one cither 
burned or drowned , except Alexander 
Gifford, an Engliſh -man, whoſe Name and 
Family ſtill remains at Chellingworth in 


StoFord-fhire , who acquainted the French * 


with what had happened. They would 
now have been glad of thoſe Terms, which 
a little before they ſlighted, but it was too 
late, for the J«7ks now ſcorned to treat 
with them, 

The French would have had the King 
provided for his own ſafety, by flying 
back to Damiata. But he refuſed, and re- 
ſolving to live or die, overcome or perilh 
with them, marched forward to the fatal 
place,where the lait Battel was fought.And 
whilit they were aſtoniſhed at the fight 
of their mangled fellows, the Egyptian 
King ſet upon them withan infinite num- 
ber of men, and put them all (being but 
few in number, and thoſe very weak) to 
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the ſword, except Lewis and his two Bro- 
thers, whom he took Priſoners. 

The Tarks having thus ſlain all the French 
Pilgrims, inſtantly marched vp with thetr 
Enligns to Damiata, hoping thereby to 
{urprize it, which if they had done, King 
Lewis had been for ever loſt. But God 
diſappointed them, for they were ealily 
diſcovered, notwithſtanding their diſguiſe, 
and forced to go away winout their de- 
lire. 

The News of this ſorrowful Accident 
coming, to Furope, filed every one with 
grief, and made Henry, King of England, 


-who had made great preparation to under-. 


take the Voyage, to alter his mind,” and 
:mploy his Money to a better uſe. 

But to return to Egypt -- Melechſala did 
not long ſurvive this Victory, being {lain 
ſoon after by Tanquemine, a ſturdy Mam- 
maluke, who ſucceeded him in the Egyptian 
Kingdom, by whom King Lewis was re- 
leaſed, in exchange for Damiata ;, being 
obliged, beſides the ſurrender of the City, 
to pay many Thouſand Pounds for the re- 
lealing of Chriſtian Captives, and to make 
ſatisfaction for the Damage done in Egypt ; 
tor the ſecuring whereof, he was forced 
to pawn to the Turks, the Pyx and Ho#t : 
whence It is , that 2a Wafer-Cake and a 
Box is always wrote 1n the Borders of that 
Tapeltry 
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Tapeſtry which we have brought us out of 
Ezypt, asa perpetual Memorial of that Vi- 
tory. But tho' Lewes was ſet at liberty, 
yet he got not home, till four years after. 


CHAP VI 


The Mammalukes deſcribed: The Death of 


Frederick : The Converſion of the Tar- 
tars; Andthe extinguiſhing the Caliphs of 
Babylon : Charles made King of Sicily 
and Jeruſalem: King Lewis makes a ſecond 
Voyage. 


Hoſe IMammalukes which had now 
ſerzed on the Kingdom of Ezypt were 

the Children of Chri#t:an-Parents, which 
were by Saladine and his Succeſlors taught 
the Mabometan SuperFitien,and inſtructed 
in all Military Diſcipline at ſeveral Nur- 
ſeries, and being found by their Valour 
and Courage to be the chief ſupport of the 
Furkiſh Kings, were by them advanced to 
the chief places of proht and truſt, and 
thereby the better enabled to pull down 
their raiſers. Which was performed du- 
ripg the captivity of King Lewis, by Tar- 
quemine, 
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quemine, who ſlew Melechſala, and think- 
ing it unhit ſo great a Prince ſhould go to 
the grave-alone, ſent all his Children after 
him. And was afterwards choſen by the 
reſt of the Mammalukes, King of Egypt ; 
whereupon he, by their advice and conſent, 
madeſeveral Laws, which wereever after- 
ward obſerved by them as irrevokable, 
The firſt whereof was, 


That the Sultan, or chief of the ſervile 
Empire, ſhould not ſucceed by Inheritance, but 
be choſen out of the Mammalukes. 


The ſecond, That none ſhould be admitted 
#nto the Order of the Mammalukes, that were 
born either of Turkiſh or Jewiſh Parents, but 
only ſuch as were born Chriſtians. 


Thethird was, That tho? the Sons of Mam- 
malukes ſhould injoy their Fathers Lands and 
Wealth, yet they fhould not t.ike upon them the 
Name aud Honour of a Mammaluke. 


The fourth was, That the Native Egyp- 
tians ſhould be permitted the uſe of no other 
Weapons , but ſuch wherewith they were to 


fu bt againft Weeds and Till and Manure their 
Land. 


There 


ut 
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There were in this Government ſeveral 
things worthy admiration. 


Firſt, That of Slaves thcy ſhoutd aft the 
King,without playing the Tyrant. 


Secondly, That they ſhould neglett their 
own Children when it 15 common for other men 
to zdolingithem and ſacrifice all that they have 
to theirewelf are. 


Thirdly, That they ſhould not fall out inthe 
Eleftion of their Kings, inregard they were ail 
equal among themſelves. 


Laſtly, That it ſhould :ndure ſo lons, for 
it laſted Iwo bundred fixty and ſeven Tears, 
till overcome by Selimus, rhe great Turkiſh 
Emperour, in the Year 1517. by the help of 
the Janizaries, an Order of Men for Birth 
and Breeding not unlike themſelves. 


In that Year likewiſe, it being a Year 
of great Revolutions, died Frederick , Em- 
perour of Germany and King of Jeruſalem, 
whereupon followed an zmteregnum 1n that 
Kingdom for fourteen Years together ; the 
right indeed lay in Conrade, Frederick?s 
Son, by Fole, King John's Daughter ; but 
he was ſo imployed in defending himſelf 

Il 
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in Sicily, againſt Maufred his Baſtard 
Brother, ( who quickly after diipatched 
him out of the way ) that he had no leiſure 
to look after the fragments of the King- 
dom of 7eruſalem, 

Near about this time a certain Hungari- 
an Peaſant, ſaid to have been an Apoſtate 
to Mahomet,- and well learned, gathered 
together ſeveral Thouſand people, who 
took on them the Name and:\\Habit of 
Paſtorelli, in imitation of thoſe inthe Goſ- 
pel who were warned by Angels to go to 
Bethlehem, they had the Holy Lamb for 
their Enſign, and pretended to have in- 
. telligence from Heaven to march into the 
Holy Land; but miſtaking We## for the 
Eaſt, they ſhaped their courſe into France 
and committing ſeveral outrages that no 
way fuited either with their Habit or 
Banner, they were incountred near Bur- 
deanx, and threeſcore Thouſand of them 
flain, and the reſt diſperſed. 

Things being now brought intoa ſad and 
deplorable condition in Syria, without a- 
ny hope of amendment , behold a ſtrange 
and unexpected accident revived them a- 
gain! For Haito King of Armenia taking 
the pains to travel himſelf to dargo, the 
Great Cham of Tartaria, to acquaint him 
with the danger he was in from the Turks 
as well as others, telling him, Tho' y" lay 
ame- 
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ſomething out of their way, yet the only 
favour he mult expect from them was to 
be laſt devoured, whereupon he not only 
promiſed to zſliſt the Chriſtians in ſuppret- 
ling them, buthimſelf, and by his example, 
a great part of the Country imbraced the 
Chri5tian Faith, and thereupon ſent Haalon 
his Brother with a great Army to ſuppreſs 
the Turks, and afliſt the Chriſtians in re- 
covering what they had loſt, in the 
performing whereof his Army ſeemed to 
ride: poſt, conquering Per/z4 in as little 
time as one can well travel it within fix 
Months: The City of Samarchanda was the 
only place that reſiſted him, and therefore 
being unwilling to tempt his Fortune with 
a long ſiege, he left it toone of his Cap- 
tains, who beſieged it ſeven and twenty 
year, and at laſt did not take it, but: had 
it ſurrendred to him. 

Haalon having Conguered Perſia march- 
ed to Babylon, the Caliph whereof called 
Mufeazem, Idolized his wealth ſo much 
that he would not provide neceffaries for 
the defence of the City, 1o that it became 
an ealie Conqueſt to-this 1artarian Prince, 
who having famiſhed the Covetous Caliph 
to death filled his mouth, with melted 
Gold, and now 4o/ques every where went 
down, and Churches went up, from thence 
he went into Meſopotamia , where having 

Conquered 
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Conquered the City of Alcppo and Edeſſa. 
he reitored them to the Chriſt:ans, and 
many other piaces which he wan from 
the Turks, whereby he ſo awed Mlechem 
the Mammaluke who Succeeded Tarminns 
in Egypt that he durit not budg, 

But of this Tartarian help they were al- 
together unworthy, in regard they would 
not be at leaſureto make uſe of it, but 
bulied themſelves in private diſlentions, 
the Genvans and Ventians two ſtates in [taly, 
who had thrown of the Imperial Com- 
mand, and had erected themſelves into 
commonwealrths,being not content to quar- 
rel at home would needs go into Syria to 
fight it out there, that ſo the Turks might 
look on and laugh at them, the pretence 
of the quarrel was about ſuperiority in the 
Church of Sr. Sabbas, which was apoint- 


ed by the Pope for them and the Piſans, 


who likewiſe ingaged themſelves in the 
quarrel ſomtimes liding with one fide 
and ſome times with the other. 

The Yenetians being at length compel- 
led by the Gezoans to forſake the City, 
were 1o incenſed thereat, that they came 
with thirteen Galleys, and having forced 
aſunder the chain which-croſlſed the Haven, 
burned five & twenty of the Genoans Ships, 
that lay there ; to revenge which loſs the 
{tate of Genoa ſent a great Navy into Syria, 
which 
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which meeting with the Duke of Yeniceat 
Tyre, with the united power of the Yenet:- 
ans and Pifſans, being in all ſeventy four 
Veſſels well provided, would have ſet upon 
them in theHaven, hzd not the Governour 
forbid It, telling them that they ſhould not 
fhght under his noſe, but if they loved 
quarreling fo well let them out ard try 
their Fortunes in the open Sea , which 
they did accordingly, the manner. of Sea- 
fights in thoſedays before the thnndering 
Ordnance was found out, being only for 
one Veſlel to run againſt another, fo that 
the the Ships were both Guns and Bullets 
themſelves. In which fight the Yenetians 


prevailed, deſtroying near thirty of the * 


Genoans Ships, and forcing the reſt to 
ſave themſelves in the Haven of Iyre. 

Whereupon entering Prolemars they ex- 
pelled all the Genoars out of the City , 
pulled down their Buildings and plunder- 
ed all their Shops, and Warehouſes, but 
after a ten years War they were at laſt 
reconciled in Paleſtine, by the Authority 
of Pope Clement the fourth, tho? their 
War laſted longer in /raly. 

Charles Duke of Anjou, and Brother to 
King Lewzs, was now made King of S:cily 
and Jeruſalem, by the Pope upon condt- 
tion that he ſhonld conquer Aſarfred , 


who then Reigned in S:c/ly, and Moleſted 
His 


C 
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His Holineſs, and root out zl the remain- 
ing Race of Frederick, and as an acknow- 
ledgment that he held thoſe Kingdoins 
itrom the Pope, pay him an annual pen- 
ſion of four ( ſome ſay forty) thouſand 
Pounds, 

But having Conquered Af:yfred and 
poſlefled himſelf of S:c:ly,he fo little mird- 
ed the regaining of Feru/alem , that he 
never Jooked after 1t or came thereat all, 
which neglect gave an opportunity to Hugh 
King of Cypr to furbiſh up his old Title 
to that Kingdom as Linealy deſcended 
from Almerich, the ſecond, who coming 
to Prolemats was there Crowned King of 
' Jeruſalem. 

However the Chriſtians affairs in Syria 
began now to haſten to their fatal Ca- 
taſtrophe, and the Kingdom of Feruſalem 
was in a little time between two Kings 
wholly loſt, for #Haalon the TartarianPrince 
being ſent for home to Succeed his Bro- 
ther Mango, who died without Ifiue, left 
Abaza his Son with ſufficient forces in the 
City of Damaſcus, which he had likewiſe 
wan from the Turks, who following his 
Father, ſoon after ſubſtituted Guirboeca his 
Lieutenant in Damaſers, who having his 
Nephew raſhly lain, by the ChriStzans in 
an unhapy Broil about parting a great 
Booty taken from the {zrks; wholly re- 
nounced 
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nounced the Chriſtian Religion, together 
with all the Tartarians under his Com- 
mand, ſo that the Kingdom of Jeruſalem 
having loſt its beſt ſupport , ſoon after 
tumbled down, 

Bondocdar who Succeeded Melechem 1n 
Egypt , taking advantage of their being 
thus deſerted by the Tartars, took the City 
of Joppa, all the inhabitants whereof he 
either killed ; or which was worſe, forced 
them to forſwear their Religion, and then 
marching to Antioch took that likewiſe, 
ſlaying twenty, and carrying away an 
hundred, thouſand Chriſtians, tho? it is 
to be ſuſpeted that the number of the 
Captives were at firſt written in figures, 
and in time increaſed ſome thoufands by 
the addition of nothing, after which he 
laid ſeige to Prolemass it {elf 

Thoſe woful tidings brought into Ex- 
rop?, ſo wrought on the good diſpoſiti- 
on of King Lews, that hz-reſolved upon 
a ſecond Voyage to Pal-Hine, from which 
all the perſwaſions of his Novles could 
no way divert him, in which Voyage 
there went with him his two Sons, Philip 
and Triſtram, Theobald King of Navarre, 
his Son in law, Guido Earl of Flanders, 
and Prince Edward eldeit Son of Henry 
King of England, who was attended by 
his Brother Edmund,Earl furnamed Crouch- 


back, 
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back, not becauſe he was crooxuhouigered, 
35 was pretended by Henry Dake of Las 

Ce sſter 3 whcn he u ſurped king Richard's 
Throne, but from his being a Croiſed Sol- 
Cier 1 1n LC Hol Ly 1”, ar. 

Lewis being now on his way to Pal:ſtine, 
it was concluded by the general conſent 
of his Conncil , That for ſecuring the 
Christianspallage to Syr:a, they ſhould firſt 
take heC Ity of Carthage in Aﬀrica,or rather 
Tunis, which being, raiſed out of the Ruins 
of that famous City, was now become a 
Neſt of Pirates, who had killed and taken 
captive many Pilgrims, who were failing 
that way to the Holy Land. But no ſooner 
was the Siege began than the Plague ſeized 
on the Chr:i/t:an Army, whereof Thouſands 
died, and among the reſt, Triſtram, King 
Leae? $ Son, and he himſelf of a Flux ſoon 
followed after. His loſs was much la- 
mented, he being accounted: the French 
Joſia, as well for the Picty of his Life, as 
the Wofulneſs of his Death, and his wil- 
ful ingaging himſelf in a needleſs and un- 
fortunate War. 

But notwithſtanding this Mortality, the 
Slege was continued, and 7nis brought 
into ſuch diltreſs, that they were glad to 
{urrender the Town on theſe Condi- 
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T ht it 21 17 IL zy ye. arly t fo Char les, K zi 19 
of Sicily = Jeruſalem, the Sum of Forty 
Thowſcrd Crowns. 

That they ſhould recerve Chriſtian dent 
ters freely to Exerciſe their Religion, 

And that they (honld be at the mbols charge 


of that Voyage. 


Prince Edward would have had the 
Town beaten down and all the Inhabitants 
put to the Sword, accounting the fouleſt 
Quarter too fair for ſuch Villains ,. and 
their Goods ſacrificed as an Anathema to 
God and burnt to aſhes, becauſe gotten by 
Robbery. But ſeeing he could not prevanll 
with others, he reſolved however ta ſhew 
his own deteſtation, by execrating his part 
of the Spoil, and cauling it tobe burnt, 
forbidding the Engliſh Soldiers to ſave any 
thing of it, telling them, that Coals ſtolen 
out of that Fire, would ſooner burn their 
Houſes than warm their Hands. It trou- 
bled not the conſcience of other Princes 
however, to inrich themſelves therewith 
and glut themſelves with the ſtolen Honey 
found in that Hive of Drones: And not 
only ſo, but terminated their Pilgrimage 
there too, refuſing to proceed any further 
Therein, Whereat Edward aſtoniſhed , 


Kruck his Hands on his Breaſt, and. fore, 
That 


Om

-That tho' they all forſook him, yet he 
would enter Ptolemars, ifaccompanied with 
Fowin his Horſe-keeper only. And ac- 
cordingly he arrived ſafe there, to the 
great comfort of the Chriſtians, who 
were in ſore diſtreſs. Whilſt Theobald , 
King of Navarre, with the Queen, and the 
Earl of Flanders, died in their way 
home, and moſt of the Spoil was caſt 
away. 

At his arrival at Ptolemis, he found the 
Chriſtians juſt loſing their laſt ſtake, Boy- 
docaar having brought them to ſo low an 
ebb, that they had reſolved if ſome un- 
expected Succour reverſed not their inten- 
tions, within three days toreſign itup. But 
Edward's coming in the interim, revived 
their hopes, and made them take Courage 
both to defic their Enemies and their own 
thoughts of ſurrcndring the City. Having 
{ſufficiently viCtualed and manned Prolemais, 
he marched with Six or Seven Thouſand 
Men to Nazareth, which he took, and 
flew. thoſe he found therein. And being 
afterwards informed, that the 7zrks were 
gathered together at Cakhow, about Forty 
Miles from thence, he marched thither, 
and ſetting upon them early in the Morn- 
ing, flew a Thouſand of them, and 'put 
the reſt to flight. In which Battel, as well 
as in ſeveral other S$kirmiſhes , he _ 
uL-

ſufficient proof of his own perſonal Va- 
lour, ſlaying many of the Inhidels. in lingle 
combat. 

After this Victory he returned to Prole- 
mais, where Elenor his Conſort was deli- 
vered of a fair Daugher, but the Joy occa- 
floned thereby was ſoon turned into Sor- 
row , by the apprehenſion of his being 
mortally wounded by one of the Aſlaſſines, 
who reſorting to him ſeveral times with 
Letters and Meſlages from the Admiral of 
Joppa, who pretended a delire to turn Chr:- 
ſtian. The firſt time of his coming, as the 
Prince was lying on his Bed and reading 


the Letters he brought, none being in the 


Room but them two, he ſuddenly ſtruck 
him into the Arm with an 1nvenomed 
Knife, and attempted to have fetched ano- 
ther blow ; bur the Prince, whoſe Valour 
was now awakened, gave him ſuch a blow 
with his'Foot, that he felled him co the 
ground, and wreſting the poyſoned Knife 
out of his hand, thruſt it into the Mur- 
therer's Belly and ſlew him ; yet ſo that he 
hurt himſelf therewith in the Fore-head. 
It is ſtoried, that his Lady ſucked out all 
the venom of his Wounds, without pre- 
judicing her ſelf. But however, certain 
it is, that by the help of Phylick, good 
Attendance, and an Antidote, the Maſter 
of the Templars gave him, he ſhewed him- 


ſelf 


— 
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felt on Horſe-back ſafe and well within fif- 
tcen days after. 

The Admiral hearing of his recovery, 
ſolemnly diſfavow&d his having any hand in 
the Treachery, it being ſeldom kno:vn 
that any will own themſelves the Parent of 
an unſucceeding Villany. And having done 
as much and more than could have been 
expected from ſo ſmall a number as he had 
with him, he returned home full fraught 
with Honour : And his Father, King Her- 
ry, being dead, the -Enel:ſh Nobility met 
him as far as the Alpes, to attend him in 
ns return home. 


CHAP. KL 


Rodulphus the Emperonr hindred from poing 
into Paleſtine , ſends the Duke of Mech- 
lenburg. Charles King of Jeruſalem 
prevented in his intended Voyage, 


Mb talk there was now in Syria of 

the great preparations of Rodulphus, 
who was after two and twenty years /- 
zterregnum , choſen Emperour of Germany, 
and though but a meer Earl of Haſpwrg, 
yet being now advanced to the Emperial 
dignity , 
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dignity, layed the firſt foundation of the 
Anſtrian Family, but he was too much 
imployed, at home by Civil Diſcords, and 
reducing the Princes to obedience, whoſe 
Knees were too ſtiftro do him Homage; 
till he had rendered them more pliable by 

degrees , tothink of. going into. Syria. 
But yet being ſomewhat unwilling to 
render their great expectations wholly 
fruſtrat,. he ſent the. Duke of Aechlenbwrgh 
with a good Army.to aflilt the Chriftsans, 
who coming to Prolemats made ſeveral 
ſuccesful incurſions into the Enemies 
Countries -about Damaſcas, deſtroying 
all before him-with fire and ſword, and . 
carying away many rich: booties, till at 
laſt he was circumyented and taken priſo- 
ner by the Mammalukes, who kept him in 
Captivity twenty ſix. years , till at leagth 
the Sultan of Egypt a Runegado German, 
who had formerly -been Enginneer to this 
Dukes Father, ſet him _ at Liberty. to- 
gether with Aartinhis Servant, thinking 
it but reaſonable, that he who had been 
bis Partner in Miſery ſhould likewiſe per- 
take of his Happineſs ; but they were no 
ſooner at Liberty, but they were both 
took again by Pirats , as they were fail 
ing into Syria, which the Stan hearing 
of pittied the misfortune of that diſtreſſed 
Prince, and icoruing that any ſhould 
D frulterte 
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Fruſtrate his deſigned courteſie , ſet him: 
Free once more, and then returning home 
he was welcomed with as much wonder 
as joy by his Subjefts, who ſuppoſed him 
to have: been dead long before. 

When he came home he found- two 
Counterfeits, who both pretended to be the 
"Duke, and challenged lodging with his 
Lady ; but upon hisarrival toconfute their 
falſe pretences they were both condemned 
to loſe their lives, by two contrary deaths, 
the one being. Burn'd , and the other 
Drowned. 

Charles King of Sicily and Jeruſalem, 
having at length made great preparations 
for the Holy War, and ſtrengthned his 
claim to the Kingdom of Fernſalem , by 
purchaſing the Title of Maria, Domicella 
Princeſs of Artioch , who likewiſe pre- 
tended to a Right, he ſent Roger Count 
of Severine as his Yice-Roy to Ptolemais 
where- he was received with a great deal 
of Honour in deſpite of King Hugh, but 
when his Navy and all things were ſaid 
to be ready for his own departure, and 
that he had by the way a deſign upon 
Michael Paleologus the Grecian Emperour, a 
ſuddenand unexpected accident blaſted all, 

For on Exſter-day as the Bell tolled to 
Even-Song all the Frenchmen in Sicity had 
their Throats Cut , in a moment by the 

| Natives, 
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Natives , the contriver of this aſſacre 
was one, Facobus Prochyta a Dottor of 
Phylick, who thereby killed more in an hour 
then he cured in his Whole Life; but the 
ſecrelie of its contrivance vvas. litle leſs 
thena Miracle, that ſo many ſhould knovy 
of it, and yet none either through acci- 
dent or deſign diſcover it, from vyhence 
came the Proverb the Sicilian Viſpers. 
Charles himſclf was at Rome when this 
Tragedy was aCted , to ſee the Pope make 
Cardinals, and when he received the news 
it ſtruck him ſo to the Heart that he never 
injoyed himſelf after ; Bur living as with- 
out Life for about two years he died and 
lefr his Son Charles to Succeed him in the * 
Kingdom of Naples, and the Title of 
Feruſalem, who had little remarkable in 
his Life, but only that being offended with 
the Templars in PaleFine, for taking part 
with the King of Cyprus againſt him, he 
fieſed all the Lands, and Goods they had in 
Naples,or any other part of his dominions. 


Cm ——— 
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Ptolemais Beſieged and taken by the Sultan of 
Egypt, and thereby the Holy War enatd.

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the ſtrong Caſtle of Mergarh, from the 
Hoſpitallers, who kept it and baniſhed the 
Carmalites out of Syria, becauſe they had 
-changed their Habits, at. the appoint- 
ment of Pope Honorious ; the Turks being 
generally haters of innovations. 

And Alphir. who was his next Succeſlor, 
underſtanding that the Chriſtian Princes 
of Europe were at variance among them- 
ſelves, reſolved to lay hold of that oppor- 
tunity as the fiteſt time finally to expel the 
Chris#tians out of PaleHine, and therefore 
coming out of Egypt with a great Army, 
he beſieged and won the Cities of -771po- 
. ti, Sidon, and Berytus, and being incourag- 
ed with this Succeſs, he adventured to 
Befiege Tyre it ſelf and notwithſtand- 
ing its1nvincible ſtrength , took it in a 
very ſhort time, and beat it down to the 
ground as he did the other three Cities. 

So that now there remained nothing of 
all that the ChriS#4ans had won in Paleſtine, 
but Prelemass , which he mighc ealily have 
taken, if he would have ſate down before 
with his Army, but he was unwilling to 
venture for fear, leaſt if he ſhould attempt 
the taking all from them at once, he 
might thereby alarum the Chri#ian Prin- 
-ces to repair thither for their Relief; 
and theretore concluded a Peace with the 
. Venetians tor five years, thinking that the 
bitter -potion weuld be the +more eaſily 
twallowed 
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ſwallowed by them, if it wet edevided in- 
to Two Goles. 

Bur tho' the City Prelemars did at this 


time. eſcape the Twks Vidtorious Arms? ? 


yet it was notwithſtanding in a moſt 
Woful] and Diſmal condition, for there 
were in it {ome ct all Countrys, and e- 
very Nation had their ſeveral Courts, to 
delide cauſes1n ; ſo that the great plenty 
of Judges occaliond a' ſcarcity of Juſtice, 
and Maletactors when thej were 1mpeach- 
ed for.2ny Crime, wouid by appealing 
to a Iryal In the Court of their own 
Country : eicape the deſerved Puniſh;- 


ment, 1t being a ſufficient proof of the 


Criminals 1nnocency in the ererians, or 
Genoans Court, to fay,that he was a Sub- 
jet of the Stare, to which the Court be- 
longed ; wherefore Perſonal Crimes were 
made Natioral, and particular faults 'by 
being cipouſed, rendered publick offences, 
ſo that outrages were every where praCtif- 
ed, and no where puniſhed, 2s if they had 
been reſolved to ſpare Divine Vengance 
the pains of overtaking them , by going 
forth to meet it. 

Beſides which there was at this time a 
great number of Pretenders, eagerly pro, 
lecuting their ſeveral Titles to that City 
being no fewer then the Venetians, Geno® 
ans, Piſans, Florentins, the King of Cyprus 
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and Sicily, the Agents of the King of 


Enolan A and France, the Princes of 1ripol; 
and Antioch, the Patriarch of Fernfalem, 
the Maſter oft he T emplars and Hoſpitallers, 
and the Popes Legate, who would if he 
were now living think himſelf highly a- 
buſed, in not being firſt named. All which 
Pretenders did at once with much Heat 
and Violence, urge there Right to the 
Airy Title of the Kingdom of Jeruſalem; 
and the Command of that City, like Bees 
making the greateſt noiſe and Bwzzing, 
when they were .juſt ready to forſake the 
Hive. 
* There was within the City at this time 
many new Pilgrims, who were lately come 
thither out of Exrope, five hundred where- 
of were of the Popes ſending , altho' he 
afterwards took ro care for their Pay,for 
tho' he loved to ſee the Golden Tide 
flow into his Coffiers, yet he could nat in- 
dure to ſee it ebbagain. But the 1oldiers 
being not paid reſolved accordirg to their 
blunt bur uſual cuſtom to pay themſelves, 
and therefore Marching out of the City 
Pillaged the Enemies Country, contrary 
to the Peace made with Alphir. The 
Turks demand fatisfaCtion, which was not 
only denied by thoſe of Prolomars, but their 
Embaſladors likewiſe abuſed. _ 
WIR ſo inraged Sultan Serapha ( Al- 
phar 


k 


———— 
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phir being now dead ) that he gathered 
together all his Forces, and ſat down be- 
fore the City, with an Army of fix hundred 
thouſand men ſay ſome Hiſtoriahs, tho” 
others make them not half the number, 


and concluding that that City was ſo 


great a purchaſ, that if once obtained 


it conld not be too dearly bought, he re- 


ſolved to take it before he ſtirred tromthe 


place. 
Peter Belviſe Maſter of the Templars, a 


Valiant and Couragions General , being 
made Governour of the City by the gener- 
al conſent of thoſe within, he incouraged 
the Chr:ft:ans to be Valiant, and play the 
Men and: not like Prodigal Heirs part 
with the Ciry for nothing , which coſt 
their Predeceilors ſo much pains, aad 
Blood to get, or at leaſtwiſe to make one 
Blaze of Valour- before their Lamp ex- 
pired, telling them, it would be a ſhame 
for them to lſhew. their Friends their Faces, 
it they turned their Backs to their Ene- 
mies ; and thefore exhorted them to fight 
It out. manfally, that ſo if forced at laſt 


to ſurrender it they. might rather be pittied 


for want of Fortune, then juſtly blamed 


for lack of Valour. And the City being. 


now to wreſtle its laſt fall, he ſtripped ir 
of all things that were comberſom and un- 
uſeful, for all the Women and Children 
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and the Men too that were either aged 
or feeble, and had Mouths to eat and no 
Arms to fight he ſent away, retaining on- 
ly twelve thouſand » Which he conceived 
enough to defend rhe place notwithſtand- 
ing the vaſt number of the beſiegers. 

The Sultan Aſſaulted the City divers 
times with great Fury, but was ſtill beaten 
back by the Chriſtians Artillery, and great 
numbers of the Tarks killed, but in one 
of thoſe conflidts the undaunted Govern- 
our was unfortunately ſlain by a poyſoned 
Arrow ; a loſs above prieving for, and 
the greater becaule 1rreparable , many 
L indeed were itrong in deliring the Honour, 
but all too weak to diſcharge the Office ; 
io that the Chriſtians being devided a- 
mong themſeves neglected to defend the 
City, imagining that if it ſhould be taken, 
yet every Nation would be able todefend 
its part. in regard their buildings were 
all fortified within themſelves, which idle 
and dangerous fancy took . off their 
thoughts from minding the - publick 
good, and fixed them only on their' own 
private ends. 

The Turks at length taking the advant- 
age of this Prepoſterous neglect, entred 
the City at a breach! which#hey-had made 
in the Wall, by undermining of it, think- 
iog their work had then been done, _ 
they 
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they quickly found to their coſt that .it 
was but juſt begun , for to their aſtoniſh - 
ment and wonder , they found Prolemazrs 
not a City but a great heap of Citys, 


asit were thrown together, the people. 


of every Nation having ſo Fortified them- 
ſelves in their ſeveral Forts, that - they 
didfrom thence Power forth whole vollies 
of ſhot upon the Turks, when they enter- 
ed the Streets, which makes it a thing 
hardly to be paralell'd in Hiſtory, for a 
City to hold out ſo long after it was taken, 
for they bravely defended themſelves a- 
gainſt the Whole Turkiſh power for fifty 


days together, ard after all the reſt were + 


ſubdued the Knights Hoſpitallers who all- 
ways bore an implacable hatred 'tothelT wrky, 
maintained their Caſtle near a month long- 
er, but their unhappy deviſion render- 
ing them unable to ſubſiſt long, they were 
at length moſt ofthem ſlain, and the City 
wholy ſubdued by there numerous enemies. 
However it was a Bloody Victory to 
the Conqerour, molt of thoſe who enter- 
ed the City being burned with Fire, kill- 
ed with Arrows, 'or Smothered by the 
fall of Towers, of the very Ruins being as 
it were greedy of revenge, killed thoſe 

who deſtroyed them. 
Prolemais betng now taken the Sultan 
thought it a good penyworth, tho? it coft 
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him ſo dear, and therefore to make ſure 
work and prevent all feuture occaſion of E- 
jecting ſuch ſturdy Tennants, Levelled it 
even with the Ground. | 

No fewer then an hundred thouſand 
Chriitians which were all the Larines that 
were left ; fled at tifis time out of Paleſ- 
tine into Cyprus, where they were freely 
entertained by Henry King of that Iſland 
and Jeruſalem, to his great coſt but greater 
commendation, 

Five hundred Matrons and Virgins of 
Noble Blood, are by the Mirracle Mong- 
er of that age, faidto ſtand on the ſhore 
of Ptolemas, with all their rich Jewels 
& cry out witha lamentable voice for ſome 
body to Tranſport them from that dange- 
rous place, proffering any Marriner that 
would undertake it all their Wealth for 
his pains, and tiat he ſhould choſe out 
of them any one whom he beſt liked for 
a Wite, and that thereupon a certain 
Marriner came and Tranſported them all 
freely , Landing them ſafely in Cyprus. 
But when he was ſent for to receive his 
Hire, it could not by the ſtrifteſt en- 
quiry be everlearnt who this Marriner 
was, or what became of him afterwards. 

The Hoſjitallers were forced for haſt 
to leave their Treaſure behind them which 
they hid in a Vault, making it. known 
from

> from time to time to their Succeſſors, 
- About three hundred years after it was 
fetch'd away by the Galleys of alta. 
Thus after an hundred thirty four years 
had this . Zoly War its final period, hay- i 
ing been for continuance the longeſt, for 
| Charges the moſt expenſive, for Slanght- 
er of Men the moſt Bloody, for Pre- 
tence the moſt Pious, and for the True In- 
tent \of it the moſt Politick and Subtil 
that ever the World ſaw. And at this: 
day the Turks to ſpare the Christ:ans pains 
in going ſo far as Paleſtine, have done. 
them the unwelcome courtehe, to come 
more then half the way to meet them, . 
but yet it 1s to be hoped that if they loſe” 
Buda , which they cannot in all poſlibili- 
ty avoid, they will be wholly driven out 
of Exrope, by the Viftorious Arms of the. 
Chriſtians ; and that it will not be Jong 
before their vaſt andovergrown Empire 
be finally ruined, and fink under the 
Ponderous Weight of ifs own greatneſs, 
| to which let all who love the name of. 
. Chriſt, ſay, Amen. 
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CHAP. As 


The Holy War revived again by the preſent 
Emperor of Germany, and the King of 
Polard. MH/ith the Parallel between that 
and the former War. 


Ince the Holy War was ended there 
hath been ſome offers of Chriſtian 
Princes to revive it again. For Heyry the 
Fourth King of England, towards the lat- 
ter end of his Reign, purpoled to have 
madea Voyage into Paleſtine, being told by 
tome pretendersto the gitt of Prophelie,, 
that he ſhould not die tell he had heard 
Maſs in Jeruſalem, but Henry was decetv- 
ed, and the Voyage prevented by his 
dying ſoon after ina Chamber-in his own 
Palace, at Weſtminſter called by that name. 
And Charles the Eighth King of France af- 
ter his retirn out of Jtaly, ſent a huffing 
Embaflage toour Henry the ſeventh, where- 
in he gave him to underſtand that he had re- 
ſolved to make a ſecond conquelt of Naples, 
with a deſign to make uſe of it as a bridge, 
to tranſport his Forces into Grecia, reſolv- 
ing neither to ſpare blood nor treaſure, 
altho' it were to the imparing of his 
Crown, and diſpeopling of his Kingdom,, 
till he had either ruined the Orraman Em- 
pire, 
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pire, or taken 1t in his way to Par adice, 
(meaning the City of Fern/alem ) but the 
French having had enough of the fi rſt ad- 
venture for Naples, we never hear more 
of this threatned Voyage, to Fernuſalem 
which 1s thought to be propounded, only 
to amuſe Henry till Charles ſhould have per- 
formed ſome projects he had then on foot, 
in the Dukedom of Br:ta;n, which deſign 
being {cented by our King he uſed him ac- 
cordingly. 

More Cordial was the deſign of James 
the Fourth of Scotland, Who being touch- 


ed in conſcince for his Fathers death(which: 


tho” he did not procure, yet he {eemed to 
countenance by his preſence) to explate his 
Crime,intended a voyage tothe Holy Land. 
in order whereunto he had prepared his 
Souldiers, and imparted his deſign to For- 
rein Princes , and had certainly gon had 
not other wars breaking out unexpectedly, 
and his own ſadden death prevented him. = 

Among thoſe Ovyertures, we find oneſaid 
to be really performed by William Lant- 


grave of Heſſe, who with'only Ninety eight 


Noble-men and Earls in his Company , 
made a Holy Voyage into Pale#:;ne, which 
he performed in Seven Months time. And 
upon his return, brought away with him 
Forty {1x Enſigns of Horſe, which he had 
taken from the Txrks, with the loſs of one 

Man 
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Man only, and he not ſlain neither, but 
died at Cyprus in their return home. A Vi- 
Ctory ſo abſolute and bloodleſs to the Con- 
querour, that were it true it-would admit 
no parallel; but the Voyage and Victory 
were both fictitious, being found only in 
Calviſious, who quotes one Fab, an Hiſto- 
rian no where to be met withal, for his 
Author ; and the Chronology whereinir is 
recorded being Printed after the Author's 
death, it 1s moſt probable, that thoſe to 
whom the care of Printing it was commit- 
ted, found this ſtory in ſome Paper he had 
put in his Chronicle, and for the improba- 
bility of it, marked it to be Fabulous ; 
which word in regard he had written it 
defeCtively with the three firſt Letters 
only, they thought to have been ſome Hi- 
ſtorian whoſe Name was Fab, and ſo 
inſerted it in the Chronicle it ſelf. 
Ever fince the hufting Embally of Charles, 
the French King, the Holy War hath,for any 
thing I can find to the contrary , been 
wholly laid afleep till revived again by the 
preſent Emperour of Germany , and Fohn 
Sobiesky, King of Poland, in the Year 1683. 
The occaſion whereof was briefly thus : 
The Grand Seignior having by the per- 
ſuaſions of Count T eckeley, Lot an huge 
Army under the leading of the Grand Vi- 
Zier, to inyade the Imperial Territories 1n 
Hungaria 
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Heazaria; againſt which the Duke of Zo- 
rai, who then commanded the Emperours 
Forces there, being not able to make head, 
they deſtroyed all before them with Fire 
and Sword ; and paſling forward, fat 
down before YVienna, the Imperial City of 
Germany, not doubting but that they ſhould 
with their vaſt Army have quickly deyour- 
ed that Important Place , and notwith- 
ſtanding its having been ever accounted 
the Bulwork of Chr:/ſtendom, have added 
it to the reſt of the &@rroman Conquelt. 
The Emperour of Germany,and the King of 
Poland, 1ezing the ſad' Eſtate to which 
things were now like to be reduced, en- _ 
tered into a League offenſive and defenſive, 
and reſolved with their united Forces, to 

chaſtiſe the 7 urk for that proud Attempt. 
The Vizier's Army, wherewith he had 
now begirt Fierna, conſiſted of an Hun- 
dred and Fifty Thonſand Men , which 
were the very Flower of the Turkiſh Sol- 
diery, wherewith he made ſeveral fierce 
Attacks upon the City, which were carried 
on with all the Courage and Skill imagin- 
able, and ſprang ſeveral Mines, whereby 
he did more miſchief, than by his Batte- 
ries. Notwithſtanding which, the City, 
by the reſolution and encouragement of 
Count Sterembergh, their undaunted Go- 
vernor , bravely defended it ſelf —_ the 
 JOUT=® 
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foarteenth of Fly, till the twelfth of the 
following September, when the 1 wks were 
Forced to raiſe the Stege , and retire with 
great diforder into Hungaria, whither 
they were ſo cloſely perſued by the Victo- 
rious Chriſtians, that very few of that nu- 
merous Army eſcaped to carry the tidings, 
of thetr Overthrow to Conſtantinople, Valt 
quantities of Proviſtion and Amunition, a- 
bove an hundred pieces of Cannon, two 
Horſe Tayls, which the Turks allways uſe 
to hang out as a Denounciation of War, 
when ever they undertake any great ex- 
pedition, all their Tents, which were a- 


-bove thirty thouſand in number, all the 


Enemies Baggage, together with the Vi- 
Ziers own Horſe, and the Grand Seignors 
SI ANDARD, which was extraordinary 
Rich and Sumptuous, being curiouſly Em- 
broidered with charaCtars of Gold and Sil- 
ver, upon Green and Red Silk, were here 
taken by the Chriſtians, as Trophies of 
their Victory ; the torm and ſhape of the 
Standard you have here deſcribed in this fi- 
gure. The Jrfidels receiving likwiſe at the 
ſame time ſeveral great overthrows by the 
Sieur Kiniski, General of the Cofſacks who 
having ſlain about thirty thouſand T wrks 
and Taratrs, entred the Country of Budz:- 
ak deſtroying all before him, flaying an 
hundred thouſand of them, and taking

The Chriſtians incouraged by theſe 
Victories reſolved to perſue them, and 
drive the 1 urks quite ont of Exrepe,in order 
whereunto after they had taken the City of 
d ytco:n, and ſeveral other places which the 
Turks held in Upper Hungaria,. the Duke 
of Lorrain invelted Buda it ſelf with the 
greateit part of the /mperial Army, Com- 
manding Count Leſlie to Encamp with the 
relt, about Yirovitzic, on the Drave, to 
cover the Siege. This City is the ſtrong- 
eſt place the 1urks injoy in Hungary, it be- 
ing formerly the Metropolis of that King- 
dom, where the Kings of Hungary kept 
their Courts, but being taken from the . 
Chriſtians in t he Year 1591. By Solyman the 
Magnificent, Emperor of the /wurks ; they 
have ever ſince made it the ſeat and con- 
ſtant reſidence of their Chief Baſſa, or 
Vice-Roy of that part of Hungary) which 
is {Ipoſleed by them;ſo that it is very popu- 
lous and rich. And being exceedingly well 
fortified with a ſtrong built Wall, and an 
Invincible Caſtle, and having between 18 
or 19 Thouſahd Men in Gariſon , they 
have made a ſtout refiſtance, and. declared. 
a reſolution to defend it to the laſt. Man. 
Notwithſtanding which it is verily be- 
lieved that it cannot hold out much long- 
er, but the Zurks muſt be forced to ſurren- 
der that City to the Emperor, after hav- 
ing injoyed it nearan hundred years. And: 
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And that the Turk might be 1mployed 
on all ſides. the YVenetians were invited like- 
wiſe into this League againſt them, which 
they accepted of, and ſent out a brave fleet 
under the Command of their Generall 
Moroſint, to attack them at home, to whch 
Fleet the Pope and the Knights of Malra 
alſo joyned ſeveral of their Galleys, and 
ſo did the Duke of Tuſcany, making 1n all 
forty fix Galleys, fix Gallieſles,thirty three 
Men of War, twenty four Petaches, four 
Fire Ships, ſixteen Brigantines armed, 
and eighty two Galliots, on Board where- 
of they had an Army of- twenty five thou- 


ſand Men or upwards. 


Sanita Maria a ſtrong Fortreſs of great 
conſequence to the Turks, was the firſt place that 
felc the force of their victorious Arms, which be- 
ing quickly compelled to a ſurrender, they took 
their courſe towardsd Lepanto, And General Mora- 
ſ#1i concluding it neceflary, for the maintaining 
the Conqueſt of Sana Mzria, to pofleſs himſelf of 
Preveſe, a place of great importance in regard it is 
ſituated at the very entrance, and Commands the 
Gulf of Arta, reſo'ved to attempt. it. 

Wherefore having Commanded five Galleys and 
ſix Galliefles, to approach towards the Caſtles of 
Gomenizze, not far from Preveſe, thereby to amuſe 
the Twks and oblige them to'devide thtEir Troops, 
by ſending reinforcements thither,which ſucceeded 
accordingly.. For Saban Baſla Governour of Pre. 
veſe, believing the Ventians deſigned to attack thoſe 
Caſtles , ſent thither the greateſt part of thoſe 
he had drawn together, for. the ſecurity of 
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the Town. He hrought his whole Fleet to an 
Archor at the entrance of the Gulfe, and the next 
morning ordred Captain Mencttz with twenty tour 
Barks, and ſevera! Armed Eripantines toenter the 
Gulph, and land with part of the Forces under the 
Command of General! $tra/oldo. The 7Tnrks who ex* 
pected them to land where the Galleys had poſted 
themſelves, and had therefore imployed their 
Chief care on that ſ1de,now perceiving their error, 
immediatly ſent away five hundred Spahees to charge 
them, but they having put themſelves into order 
of Battail, gave them ſ» hot a welcome that many 
af them were flain, and the reft fled in ſuch diſfor- 
der that they were moſt of them cut oft, before 
they could reach the Town. Then the Chriſtians 
advancing , and having without oppoſition poſ- 
fefled themſelves of a Hill near the Town, the 
General ſent to ſummon it, but the Officer who 
cammanded it in the abſence of the Governour, 
( who was then abroad at the Head of a party of 
Twks,to obſerve the Ch iſtians and fancied they durft 
not undertake the Siege of fo ſtrong a place, )would 
not receive the Generals letter, but fired upon the 
Meſſenger that carried it; Whereupon four pieces 
of Cannon and as many Mortars were Janded, and 
being placd upon a Battery, the next day about

three hundred Bombs were ſhot into the Town, 


which burnt ſeveral Houſes, and before night all 
ther Cannon were diſmounted, except one. The 
next day they Lodge themſelves in the Ditch, & 
began to undermine the great Tower, whereupon 
twenty Zurzs made a (alley in the night,& ſurpriſed 


' ſome of the Chriftians, which did but whet the Chriſti- 


ans Valour, and make them carry on their works 
with the greater eagerneſs and ſpeed, notwith- 
ftanding the Enemy plyed themwery cloſe, with 
their ſmall Mot. So that the Mine being ready and 
a conſiderable breach made in the Wall,* order was 
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givenfor a general aſault, but the Turks unwilling 
to mn that hazzard, hung out a white flag and 
ſent five of their Principals to treat with the Gene: - 
ai, ?Hout ſurrendering the place. Who demanded 
the fame conditions that were granted to the gari- 
ion of Sanita Maria, but the General would conſent 
to no other terms, then only to permit thirty of 
the moſt conitderable of them to march out with 
their arms,and bagzage,and the reſt without arms, 
taking with them what they could carry,which the 
Tarks were torced to fubmit to, and icavethe Town 
to the Conqerours, The Turks by the lofs of this 
place, beſides the Town it (elf loft above 100000 
Ciowns, which they got yeariy by the Fiſhery. 

Tits War may very well be parallel'd to the for- 
mer anda: Juftly deſerves the Name of Holy. 

Firft,becanſe in this War the Quarrel is between 
Coriſtians and Twks, as well as in that and the de- 
'11gn of the Wariours,is to Check the ſpreading of 
the Mahometan Superitition, as well as to- put a ſtop 
to the progreſs of rhe O:tomn- Arms. 

Secondiy,as the former was undertaken to wreſt 
from the Tur4s,wha t had been hefore injoyed by the 
Chriſtians, and free the Profeflors of Chrſtianity from 
the Yoak of Infidelity, fo was this. 

Thirdly,as the former had the bleſfing of the Pope, 
and his Holineſs's Contribution of money, and men 
for the carrying of it on,ſo had this & therefore will 
without doubt be looked upon,by Succeeding ages, 
as an Holyand Religicur War , which I hope will ne- 
ver have a Period, till Mahomers Tomb be tumbled 
down, and the 9tteman Empire overthrown. 
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
